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A LITTLE more life has been infused into the 
clothigg trade during the past few weeks than was 
characteristic at an earlier period of the season. A good 
many buyers have reached the market and have shown 
quite a disposition to place orders. There has been no 
boom, nor plunging, but rather a conservative feeling, 
causing caution. We have talked with a great many men 
from various sections of the country and find that, while 
ihey arc not enthusiastic over the prospects of the Spring, 
they nevertheless feel that a good business will be done, 
and they are all of them adjusting their business to the 
Deeds of the time. The process for laying a good founda- 
tion for a big business next season seems to be 
progretstng successfully. 



I)oN*r say that business is bad — make the best of 
the situation. When a merchant allows himself to lay 
back and croak he is in a bad way. That is not 
the attitude he should present to the men he meets. 
He will find that the effort he makes to keep himself in 
good trim will reward him by the hope and brightness it 
engenders. May be under these conditions an idea may 
come to him that can put him ahead of his stagnant and 
indolent neighbor. Ideas do not come to cloudy and 
despondent minds. 

Brace up. 

The situation is what we in part make it. A healthy 
view, with bright and cheerful attitude, will assist in 
restoring confidence, which is so much needed. 
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Practical Suggestions for Window Dressing. No. 2 




^HE art of ** making** a good 
window is not possessed by every 
one who is engaged in the sale of 
men's furnishing goods. A man 
may be an excellent salesman, a 
first-class buyer, and trim a very 
poor window, but nearly every one 
can learn, by study and observa- 
tion, to become, at least, a fair 
window dresser. 
The object of a good window is certainly, first, to 
attract, and second, to bring people in ; and to do that, 
there are certain unwritten rules which must be ob- 
served. 

To illustrate, how a man may be impressed by a good 
window display without being actually aware of it, the 
following incident will prove : A certain gentleman from 
the West was in this city making his semi-annual 
purchases of men's furnishings. As was his custom, he 
took a look at the windows of the most prominent 
furnishing dealers in the city. 

He was asked : '* What did you see in A.'s window ? '* 
He thought and said: ** Let me see. I think A.'s window 
was trimmed with hosiery and underwear — but no, that 
wasn't A.'s window — really," he finally concluded, ** I 
can't remember what it was." **What had B. in his 
windows ? " was the next question. He tried to 
think, but could not be certain. Then several others 
were mentioned, and he wasn't positive about any until 
X.'s window was inquired about. **0h, I remember 
exactly what I saw there," said he, and he enumerated 
and gave an accurate description of what he had seen in 
three of X.'s windows. Comment in a case like this is 
unnecessary. 

A dresser of windows must thoroughly understand how 
to contrast colors. 

Take a neckwear display, for instance. He should 
not have red next to pink or salmon, nor blue next to 
green, nor maroon next to purple, nor two of any shades 
together, unless distinctly different, such as navy with 
pale blue, which latter contrast is in order. He should 
always endeavor, having reference to a mixed window, 
to create a contrast by placing as nearly opposite colors 
next to each other as possible. 

For instance, say there are eight arms on each side 
uprights; four turned out toward the glass or corner, 
and four toward the center or back. Trim the first four, 
the upper with cardinal; the next, navy; the next, pink; 
the next, light blue ; or they may be trimmed all with 
dark scarfs, — say the upper, bottle green; the next, 
maroon ; the next, navy or royal blue, and the lowest, 
seal brown. If the outside rods are dressed dark, the 
inside would be very effective dressed light; say the 
upper rod with cream ; the next, pale blue ; the next, rose 
or pink ; the lower, heliotrope. 

The rods on the opposite side should be similarly 
dressed, with the difference that, if the scarfs on one side 
are of rather plain or all-over effects, the other may have 
neat or **clean" figures. The center rods would look well 
dressed with Persian or other Oriental designs, but each 
rod contrasting with the next one, the result being that 
one will set the other off, and each will appear complete 
and fresh by itself. 

When a window is deep, care should be taken to have 
the background trimmed light, thus making the dark 
goods in front stand out more distinctly. 

The following would be a good trim for a**mixed" 
window. Side rods toward the front with two dark flow- 
ing end four-in-hands on each; rods toward the center, 
the upper four (two on each side), striped half 
hose; the lower four plain half hose. The 
rods on the back uprights, the four (on each side) 



turned toward the center, with light flowing end knots 
those to\i^ard the back with silk handkerchiefs. 

The upper rod across the center window with pajamas; 
the next with underwear; the next with single pairs of 
tan walking gloves ; three of these rods being sufficient. 
The back upper rod with night shirts ; the next with col- 
ored dress or negligee shirts ; the next with linen handker- 
chiefs, and the lower with white dress shirts, the lower 
part of the bosom resting on the base of the window, 
and the upper part resting against the rod. The base in 
front may have boxes of collars, the collars partly out; 
packages of lined or unlined walking gloves placed 
between the boxes. The middle base may have rich 
silk mufflers, set sugar loaf fashion, the dark toward the 
front and the light back. A number of sleeve buttons 
and studs on cards can be inserted between two collars, 
indiscriminately. Canes and umbrellas will look well, 
standing up and leaning against the glass and rods, thus 
showing the mounting. If the window is quite high, 
bath wrappers and dressing gowns, hung at full length 
from the ceiling, are quite effective. 

When windows are quite large, it is advisable to 
partition them off with looking-glasses, which can be 
done so nicely, that even a careful observer does not 
notice it. This will enable the dressing of solid windows 
which, it is safe to say, are really the most effective. 

It is not the quantity of goods shown which attracts 
and brings people in, but a few goods carefully, yet 
apparently negligently placed, men will stop to look at. 
Such windows or compartments may be trimmed in an 
hour, and the advantage is that they can be changed 
more frequently. 

As an illustration, Samuel Budd's windows may be 
cited ; they are small and contain few goods. They are 
invariably trimmed solid, and being changed often, 
always look fresh. 

If it is cold, one window may be dressed with under- 
wear, another with lined gloves, another with dressing- 
gowns and smoking-jackets, and a fourth with warm 
bath wrappers. If the weather turns mild, a ** full dress " 
window is seen, consisting of white dress shirts of 
different styles, collars and cuffs, white lawn ties and 
bows, and white and French gray kid gloves. Another 
may contain walking gloves of all descriptions. A third, 
flowing end four-in-hands, carelessly but picturesquely 
placed on, and suspended from, rods. A fourth probably 
contains a pretty line of silk braces, and thus a complete 
transformation has been effected, and in a few hours. 

A solid window is really a very easy matter for anyone 
to dress, who will try. 

A solid half-hose window, for instance, can be trimmed 
as follows: There are, sav, two uprights near the glass, 
each having four arms or short rods swung toward the 
centre. Hang three pair on each. Say on one side 
black balbriggan, embroidered on the instep; on the 
other side, black balbriggan with colored clocks; on the 
upper, if only three centre rods, say six pair of stripes 
having light ground; the next with srx pair entirely 
different stripes on, say, navy ground; on the lower rod, 
six pair of plain modes. On the bottom a number of 
boxes, opened and placed in their covers, and unbroken 
bundles of half hose, partly out, and consisting of plain 
brown merino, self gray lamb's wool or any kind, but 
placed rather carelessly, yet in orderly fashion. To 
stand out well, the window should have a background of 
white, say sashes, the woodwork painted white, or white 
lace curtains. 

It will have been noticed that in any of the above 
windows, there are comparatively few goods. It follows, 
therefore, that the articles should be well separated, 
particularly those in front, thus allowing the eye to 
glance easily through and see all there is at the back.

Daniel Edward Ryan, the able designer for Kahn, 
Schoenbmn & Co., reports that they are running on full 
time about two-thirds of the regular force. They are 
making a very nice staple line of garments for the coming 
season. Mr. Ryan, by his skill and knowledge of the 
business, has fitted up a cutting room which is probably 
one of the most model institutions of the kind to be found 
in America. It is complete with all conveniences and 
the latest appliances. 

Simon, Leopold & Solomon are now thoroughly 
settled in their new quarters 199-201 Market street, and 
have a deal more space in which to transact their already 
large and increasing business. 

Thomas Kimball, the gentlemanly Chicago manager 
for H. C. Curtis & Co., is pleased with the outlook for 
Spring business.

A New Bedford Clothing Firm. 

SANDERS & BARROWS, New Bedford, Mass., about 
March 24th, will move into their elegant new store 
in the Merchants' Bank Building.

Neglected Boys. 



IT is a well-established fact — and every dealer in 
clothing knows it, too — that a goodly proportion of 
garments manufactured each season are made with a 
somewhat narrow view towards cheapness as a predomi- 
nant consideration, and this especially is true with regard 
to the clothing intended for the boys, while,- in truth, 
nothing but the best should be deemed sufficiently good 
for them. They are neglected in many instances — there 
is no use denying the fact. Retailers, however, who 
handle first-class trade, cannot stoop down to low grades;

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THE FREELAND-LOOMIS COMPANY, Boston, 
besides having a large stock of general ready-made 
clothing, make quite a specialty of boys' and children's 
wear, and doan extensive business. They do a large custom 
business, and, like Macullar, Parker & Co., have their own 
workshops. They have three branch stores — Omaha, 
Nebra<5ka; and Newton and Des Moines, Iowa. On the 
1 8th of September, 1893, the depression of the woolen 
market allowed them to give remarkable bargains. They 
decided to keep their hands at work and have not reduced 
help or wages. They have more hands than ever. The 
$5 trousers, made to measure, have been very popular. 
For a year they have run The Continental Quiver^ a bright 
paper, edited by J. D. Plumb. The building was built 
for a clothing house and completed in 1889, and stands 
on the site of the Boylston market, which was torn down. 
It contains 16,000 square feet. Fehmer & Page were the 
architects. The material is Ohio sandstone. The first 
floor is devoted to the retail department; second floor, 
retail and wholesale; third, fourth and fifth floors are 
occupied by Neal, Morse & Co., wholesale woolens. 
The sixth floor is entirely devoted to their wholesale and 
manufacturing rooms. Over Mr. Loomis's desk hangs a 
$225 water color perspective of the* building, made by 
Langerfeldt, the best water color artist in Boston. This 
was made from the architect's plans, for use as an adver- 
tisement at the Mechanics' Fair, and later was exhibited 
in an art gallery, this being probably the only instance 
when an advertising picture has been thus exhibited. 
Mr. Loomis writes the advertising as reading notices 
resembling financial articles. For fifteen years the busi- 
ness was located at the corner of Harvard and Washing- 
ton streets. They use 6000 incandescent and 30 arc 
lights. They were the first in the country to use an 
incandescent plant. In 1877 they bought Brush's 
machine at the Mechanics' Fair, and Mr. Brush set it up 
himself. 

The main floor is 190 feet deep and 84 feet wide. 
There is a rise of 5^ feet from front to rear. The 
studs are 20 feet high at the front and 14^ feet at 
the rear. Mr. Loomis planned this arrangement. The 
architect wanted to have nine stairs at the back. If this 
plan had been followed everybody would have been 
constantly tumbling on chem. If the floor were entirely 
level, one could see but two-thirds of the way back. 

The cash railway, which is noiseless and operated by 
electricity, runs back of the shelving. 

The coats are all neatly folded with the arm size up 
and the ticket out. It took some time to get the right 
to use this system and then two men worked three 
months to instruct their help in this method of folding. 

Neat oak cases hold the hats in the hat and cap depart- 
ment 

Seven electric fans make the floor cool in Summer. 
Without them the heat would be great. One large fan 
is pumping out bad air continually. 

Mr. J. P. Whitmore, the manager of the retail depart- 
ment, has been with the house twenty years. 



Mr. Sidney W. Sprague, the cashier, has been with the 
house twenty-one years. There are a number of men 
who have been with them ten to fifteen years. A great 
deal of credit is due Messrs. Freeland and Loomis for th * 
sagacity and enterprise with which they have managed 
this extensive business.

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THERE is a buoyant feeling all throughout the furnish- 
ing trade, which is extremely relishable after the 
haphazard Fall and Winter, when goods were sold 
away oflF the cost, and the aggregate of the previous 
year was an aggravating factor in the contemplation of 
the falling-oflf in the sales and profits. 



The retailers and the public had all the best of it, 
and the retail season — Fall and Winter season — closed 
with close-reefed stocks. Indeed, the retailers were well 
sold out, and they rested on their laurels. Suddenly 
they awakened from their lethargy to the fact that the 
Spring season was at hand, and they had nothing to 
show for it. This is the cause of the prevalent activity 
which has permeated the wholesale furnishing realm. 
All of the city and nearby buyers have been purchasing 
all along the Spring line with the old time wonted 
liberality. 



Indeed, the demand for immediate shipment has kept 
the manufacturers in various branches working nights. 
The goods were asked for in four or five days, so eager 
were the retailers to get on their way. 

It may not be gainsaid that after the lull which followed 
the sacrifice sales, there has been an awakening along 
legitimate lines of traffic this Spring in place of the 
cut-price methods which prevailed in Fall and Winter. 



It is a noticeable evidence of a revival of the pros- 
perous whilom seasons, that the men on the road, the 
salesmen, with neckwear, shirts, hosiery and under- 
wear, negligee shirts, and all the adjuncts of the 
furnishing category, such as collars and cuffs, braces, 
jewelry, umbrellas, and handkerchiefs — silk and linen — 
are all taking orders in the good old way. 



The neckwear trade which had the most luminous 
array of fabrics last Winter of its existence, took some 
hard ''raps" in the profit and loss accounts, when $2 
neckwear was quoted at $1, and $1 stock at half that price ; 
but these were not good goods to carry over; and the 
price sold them out of the makers' stocks into the retail- 
ers* and thence to the customer's repertoire. It was an 
exuberant season. Neckwear reached its climax — not 
its zenith. 



It was said that the $1 scarf for 50 cents and the $2 
scarf for $1, was an educational element of the depress- 
ing" times, that would lead from the knowledge gained 
that the $1 scarf lasted twice as long as a 50 cents arti- 
cle, that the madding crowd would continue to buy the 
$1 article. 



But while this is an apparently logical deduction, the 
great public — we mean the more or less well-to-do legion 
that had the run of the furnishing reductions — expect the 
same thing to occur. And the shrewd manufacturers in 
all branches have set about to meet this demand. 



Mind you, there is a standard price, so to speak, the 
popular price, of 50 cents, in the neckwear trade; and it 
is so in the price marked on suspenders, hosiery, negligee 
shirts, night-wear, and all the specialties. This phase 
being brought about so marked a betterment since all 
the furnishing goods were sold by one concern, that the 
providers of these goods have proven equal to the 
emergency. 



As AN illustration, take neckwear — being in its bit of 
color the dominant men's belonging shown in the 
ensemble — as apropos of the progressive methods which 
make traffic successful, and it will be noted that the 
fabrics, even in the highest novelties, are richer, while 
more conservative, and a marked deviation from the 
heterogeneous color-climax that has been the provender 
in fine weaves during the past season. Then note the 
achievements in popular-price and high-priced articles 
in the facile range of subjugated treatment. 



Moreover, these fabrics in the general run do not cost 
so much to produce, and have the equal efficiency of the 
high-colored predecessors in the popular and medium 
high-priced offerings that will be the vogue, so that 
the great body of the fifty cents and one dollar buyers 
shall be appeased. 



This argument is applicable all through the line. 
There has been no deteriorative ratio. And yet there 
is in the greater trend towards the ** safer " design in all 
phases of men's furnishings, an incitement to greater 
freedom in purchase. 



Indeed, this is one of those abrupt changes in the 
curriculum of men's furnishings that invariably comes, 
after the climax epoch — which costs more than the zenith 
in men's belongings — has been reached, and the tend- 
ency once more becomes rich and rational. 



There is evidence of this in the great number oi 2% 
inch four-in-hands that are being sold. It is a fact that 
the smart small effects in knottings and Ascot forms may 
be attained with these, which in the lesser quantity of 
material gives to the popular price-mark the enhanced 
material. 
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WE present above a picture of Mr. Weatherly, the 
well-known and popular manager of the Philadel- 
phia branch of the Trojan-Brokaw Company.

THE best stock of all — because the most like the self- 
tied — is the one that has the stock and the ends in 
one piece, and a buttonhole let into the middle of the stock 
to attach to the collar button. The length of the neck- 
tie is sufficient to have the ends come round and be tied 
in front in an effective self-tied bow. 

One thing is certain, however, the stock must only be 
worn with the straight- up high collar, with ends close 
together — and of good height, at that — for the right 
finish. 

The tab collar or the turn-over will never do, notwith- 
standing the fact that the stock is being shown in that 
way. 

Some of the fine furnishers only keep the black satin 
and the white lawn ties in the stocks, and in the white 
lawn there is no interlining in either of these stocks. 

The success of the stock largely depends on the way 
it is taken up. If the fashionable men adopt it, as 
seems quite likely — for all the best furnishers are show- 
ing it it will take on an impetus at once. 

But I fear it will be short-lived, if the madding crowd 
get on to it too quickly, in the variations of colorings 
and made-up looking effects.

AMERICAN PA5HI0N5 THE BEST. 



^ T IS contended by many wiseacres that 
write unknowingly of men's fashions 
that America gets all its styles from 
Old Albion. This was only true in 
the epoch of Anglo-maniacs — and 
what a sight •they were! Happily, 
this element is eradicated, and the 
phrase gone into disuse. 

In watchfulness of the trend, 
Americans lean towards the Londoners 
for ideas. But it is equally true that 
the English prognostications are not 
often accepted without subjugation 
or moderation, as the case requires. 

The long-tailed double-breasted frock-coat and the 





long top-coat almost to the ankle, that first came out, 
never found favor in swaggerdom in this country. They 
were in the tendency of overdoing that would occasion 
the marked scrutiny of the onlooker, and for that reason 
were tabooed in the original form. 

Both the top-coat and double-breasted frock-coat 
were subjected to a rational shortening — which brought 
them around within the boundary line of good fornc — 
before they were adopted. 

The two illustrations shown herewith are from photo- 
graphs of an English actor; the leading man in an 
English sensational sporting play which had a long run 
in New York. They are presented to give an actual 
reproduction of the lengths that the Englishman will go 
to in the pronounced character of his apparel. 

The indications in this case are that the extreme 
features were indulged in for the purpose of attracting 
attention. Certainly the double-breasted long coat was 
calculated to do this. But the wearer's desire to-be- 
looked-at, is further evidenced in the exploitation of his 
gaudy neckscarf, shown through the buttoning down of 
the lapels in two-button effect, in order to display it at 
its full bent in size and qnality. Coupled with the low- 
down efifect — which necessitates the waist-coat being low 
cut — ^and the unusual length of the coat, the figure is 



really a verification of English shortcoming, in the best 
fashions. 

The top-coat shown herewith, which is equally outr^ 
is another phase of the element of overreaching. And I* 
make no doubt that this garment is the very latest 
feature of English innovation, or this high-salaried 
leading man would not have it. Moreover, an English 
actor finds it necessary to follow exactly the vogue as 
laid down by the London fashion-framers. Its defects 
consist of being overlong; of buttoning too high up in 
the lapels, and in the flare of the skii ts. This last 
feature is doubtless the latest wrinkle abroad. But it 
would never be sanctioned over here, tending as it does 
to increase the conspicuousness of the garment. 

The English tail, semi-formal skirt cut-away, which 
began well one year ago in the suitings, has been 
lengthened in the black goods to an extraordinary 
degree, if what is offered as replicas of the prevalent 
mode in London are bona fide. 

The correct semi-formal cut-away coat, is in a similar 
distinction with regard to the double-breasted-frock as 
the dinner coat is to the swallow-tail. It fills the after- 
noon functions: teas, musicales, coming-outs, and the 
regular season receptions which occur on certain days in 
certain months twice during the year. 

Whereas the double-breasted frock holds good for the 
distinction of morning weddings, the morning wedding- 
breakfast, that occurs, mayhap, at three in the after- 
noon ; the bon voyage at the pier to one's lady fayre ; at all 
day-time functions, in the morning and various forenoon 
gatherings which come to the social surface in the course 
of the season, the double-breasted frock- will be worn. 

The three-button, single-breasted cutaway, semi-for- 
mal coat, worn by the man of fashion, will have the skirts 
appreciably longer than the distance from the top of the 
collar to the waist-line. The tails will be abruptly, yet 




deftly cut-away in front,and rounded out correctly at the 
end. 

But they will not extend down below the calf, as do 
the models based upon the London style, which in the 
wind, flap about like the tail-feathers of a magpie in a gale, 
which bird-like appearance this long-tailed cutaway coat 
imparts to its advocates. 
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judgment creditors and is being closed out at ridiculously 
low figures.

This is a very worthy and commend- 
able act upon their part, and Mr. C. M. Babbitt, the 
resident partner, is entitled to much praise for the 
interest displayed in behalf of the destitute and needy.

Mr. L. B. Bane, of Clement, Bane & Co., accom- 
panied by Mrs. Bane, has departed for the South, where 
they will spend about a month devoting themselves 
solely to pleasure and recreation — principally in New 

Orleans.

Mr. Isaac Meyer and Henry X. Strauss, of the firm 
of Meyer & Co., are in New York buying Spring goods. 
They are expected home about March ist. The volume 
of business transacted to date by this house is very 
satisfactory and is much beyond their expectations.

In the line of fancy neckwear Wilson Bros, report a 
good trade on ** stock" bows and ** twice round" ties, 
the latter principally in black satin and white lawn. 
They are selling a great many medium sized knots and 
narrow ** graduated" four-in-hands with square or 
pointed ends. Mr. Corey, the affable manager of this 
department, says there seems to be a tendency towards 
the lined apron scarfs, black satin and black silk four- 
in-hands and scarfs. They have about twenty different 
styles in black satin and silk tecks — all new Spring 
shapes and ready for immediate delivery. As the 
Spring season approaches there is a growing demand for 
** Windsors" — particularly in the better grades. Their 
neckwear department embraces an area of 13.000 square 
feet of floor space. 

• • ♦ 

Mrs. Isaac Woolf, wife of the well-known West Side 
clothier, died on the 20th ult. of pneumonia. At the 
time of her death Mr. Woolf was in Tampa, Fla., where 
he was stopping in search of better health. Mr. Woolf 
arrived here in time to be present at the funeral, which 
was held on Friday, the 23d ult. Three children are left 
motherless, two girls and a boy. The condolence of the 
trade, in these days of his deep bereavement, will be 
extended to Mr. Woolf. 

* • • 

Cutter & Crossette are now confining their entire 
time and attention to manufacturing just one brand of 
shirts. This brand is known as the * 'Elgin," and is 
made in one quality only and in two styles, open front 
and open front and back. It is made of Wamsutta mus- 
lin and 1800 linen bosom. It has been placed on the 



market at $9 per dozen, and has proven a fast seller. 
A novelty in the line of neckwear is their imported 
woven linen four-in-hand, basket weave. It is reversible 
and washable. Their stock of these goods has been sold, 
and another shipment is expected from Europe at any 
time. The "stock" bow has proven a fairly good seller. 
Their traveling salesmen are all on the road, and will 
not complete their trips much before March isth.

Manager A. E. Glennie, of the Union League Club, 
has placed an order with Willoughby, Hill & Co , for 
over eighty suits of clothes, uniforms, etc., for the 
employes of that swell organization. The suits were made 
from domestic woolens, although no order was given to 
'that effect. It may have been this that induced a 
certain paper to say: **The Union League Club have 
formed an organization to be known as the American 
Overcoat Club^ pledging themselves to wear, hereafter, 
overcoats only made of American woolens, " etc. This 
is news, however, to the Union League Club.

Itinerant Venders. 



BY a bill which has been recently introduced in the 
Ohio State Legislature itinerant venders of clothing 
shall be required hereafter to secure a State license for 
the transaction of their business. The price of such 
license is to be $25, and besides this a deposit is to be 
made with the State Treasurer in the sum of $500. A 
violation of the act is to involve a fine of $1,000 or six 
months* imprisonment.

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Practical Suggestions for Window Dressing. No. 3 




HE shirt business has now fairly 
started, and those men's fur- 
nishers who manufacture their 
own shirts are everywhere 
making impressive window 
displays of colored shirts and 
shirtings, the former having 
for the present almost entirely 
starched bosoms and cuffs at- 
tached, but without collars. 
The following will make an 
attractive and effective win- 
dow of these articles : Place a 
number of collar boxes of twos, one on top of the other, 
on the bottom of the window, about eighteen inches 
apart; have a row in front, one in the center and one at 
the back. Cover each column with a white silk hand- 
kerchief; place a colored shirt slanting, so the lower 
part of the bosom rests on the bottom of the window 
and the upper part on the column. Select from the 
shirting stock a number of pieces of colored shirting, put 
up with original bands, etc., and stand a piece upright 
in the spaces between the shirts. To break the stiffness, 
place them in a diagonal position. Suspend from each 
side rod one shirt, by fastening a hook on each shoulder, 
which hooks are made for that purpose and fit nicely on 
the rods. Place saws on the back and side uprights, 
dropping the points to an angle of forty-five degrees, 
and place half circular rods, one in the lower and 
one in the upper part of each saw in concave form; 
fasten shirts with hooks, neck bands up, on the 
upper rod, the lower part of the bosom resting 
on the lower rod. This may be repeated to the top of 
the window; it will form a beautiful center and is very 
attractive. If a solid window is desired, shirts and 
shirting should be all of a color, say blue, pink, helio- 
trope, bufif or white grounds; if a mixed window is 
wanted, care should be taken to have the colors well 
contrasted and pink should be next to blue, then white, 
next bufif, etc., as one color will set the other off. The 
adding of no other articles of merchandise should break 
the uniformity of this window. 

A solid long scarf or De Joinville window is very easily 
dressed and looks very rich. Place side, center and 
back rods throughout the window, spaced not less than 
eighteen inches, placing the rods exactly over and back 
of one another. Take the scarfs, fold them in the 
center to one-third of the width, hang them at the exact 
center over the rods and loop them once, quite loose, so 
that the ends will show their full width, and come 
within about two inches of the next lower rod. If the 
stock is large enough, a window of solid shades is excel- 
lent; a solid display of either all checks, stripes or 
figures is also good; if the stock i^ small, a line of 
assorted patterns will do very well, always keeping to 
the contrasting of colors and shades. In such a window 
place single collar boxes, covered with a white silk hand- 
kerchief in the bottom ; take a few De Joinvilles, and 
place one on each box having folded it half and rolled up. 
A good glove window can be trimmed as follows: 
Cover the base with a black rug; place tan walking 
gloves in bundles of half dozens and well separated, 
toward the front; another row, elevated by single collar 
boxes, in the center, and a third row, elevated by collar 
boxes two high, at the back, the boxes being underneath 
the rug. Place strips of white tissue paper about three 
inches wide over the side rods and hang a pair of the tan 



gloves over each strip, one glove resting on the rod, the 
other suspended, and put three pair on each rod. The 
center and back rods are treated as those on the sides ; 
the tissue paper forms a good background for each pair 
of gloves which thus will stand out well. 

A very effective bath wrapper and towel window was 
recently made at a Fifth avenue furnisher's. A semi- 
circular rod was placed in concave form on the upper 
saws, from which were hung at full length ten bath 
wrappers, contrasting in colors and patterns, thus form- 
ing a bright background of a large semi-circle. Two 
forms — three-quarter size — stood in the center, each 
covered with a bath wrapper and tied with a silk cord in 
front. The vacant spaces were filled in with 
bundles of bright, Turkish towels, except the 
front where a dozen bath slippers in well-assorted 
patterns were seen. A pair of bath mitts, 
if placed on each bundle of towels, would have 
completed this otherwise very handsome display. 

A novel way of dressing a window with rich neckwear 
was recently adopied by a well-known men's furnisher. 
Flowing end scarfs in clusters of from three to six were 
carelessly hung, one cluster over each sidearm, and all 
the other rods were trimmed similarly. The clusters 
were well separated on the long center rods. To make 
the display effective, colors must be studied, and while 
the scarfs in each bunch should be of the same shade or 
pattern, the next should be in strong contrast. Thus, 
next to navy blue might be crimson, next sage or light 
olive, next plum or maroon, next sky blue, then salmon, 
next drab or slate, next cardinal, etc. Collar boxes 
placed on the bottom, each covered with a silk handker- 
chief, and well separated, can be further utilized by 
placing thereon bunches of black satin in silk flowing 
ends, the ends well spread. 

An underwear window dressed in two solid colors is quite 
a novelty and is decidedly taking. Half of the window 
from front to rear can be dressed with brown merino and 
the other half with self grey lambs' wool. The garments are 
hung rather carelessly, yet in order, from rods, a row of 
three shirts on one, three pair of trousers on the next, 
etc. If the bands of the brown trousers happen to be 
lined with red flannel, they should be partly turned 
inside out, which will make this half of the window 
quite conspicuous. Thus there will be two distinct 
windows in one, without any partition. 

Silk braces and linen handkerchiefs make a very 
pleasing combination for a window. The braces should 
be suspended nearly at full length from center and back 
rods. The upper or back part of the braces can be 
caught on an upper rod, letting the ends hang over a 
lower rod, which is placed at the extreme point of the 
saw fixture. They should be well spaced, so that the 
eye can look through and see those hung at the back. 
The base of the window should be dark. Stands about 
ten inches high, having a fiat wire top, are used on 
which to show full boxes of colored bordered linen hand- 
kerchiefs, and on the side rods single handkerchiefs in 
their original folds are hung carefully, forming a pretty 
setting.

The straw hat manufacturing industry continues to be 
brisk The Baltimore firms have enough orders to keep 
their factories busy for some time to come. There is 
scarcely any change in the styles that have been Intro- 
duced^xcept there may t>e in some instances narrower 
brims and higher crowns. 



Up to the time of closing our forms no definite opin- 
ion can be formed regarding the action that will 
be taken by the Senate upon the Wilson Bill. 

The matter at this writing is still in the hands of the 
sub-committee lo whom it was delegated, and they have 
not as yet been able to reconcile conflicting interests. 
A number of Senators are determined that the manufact- 
uring interests of their special sections shall t>e 
protected, and refuse lo vote for the bill unless they are. 
The sub-committeeare all Southern men with pronounced 
free trade proclivities, and there have t>een some very 
warm and animated discussions. 

A committee representing the fur felt hat industry 
spent several days in Washington during the month and 
did very effective work in presenting their case. Commit- 
tees representing the silk manufacturers, leather manu- 
facturers and fur cutters have also been at the Capital 
protesting against the ruination of their industries. 

It is the hope and intention of the Republican Senators 
to defeat or re-commit the bill, and there is some oros- 
pect that this may be done. There is such a widespread 
feeling of dissatisfaction among the Democratic Senators 
and the pressure being brought to bear by the various 
industries throughout the country is so great that no one 
can even hazard a guess as to the final result. 

In the meantime eternal vigilance is the price of 
protection, and the committee having the interests t)f the 
fur hat manufacturers in charge are unceasingly at work.

If we had doubts about it, they are vanished forever.

THE firm of Hays, Goldberg & Co., which starts out 
in a new departure with the addition of two 
new members, Arthur C. Levi and Louis C. Stern, 
have opened up at the corner of Waverly place and 
Greene street, and it is pretty generally admitted in the 
clothing tiade that they will make a great success. 
This concern, as we have already stated in these 
columns, has moved to New York from Rochester, and 
they occupy one of the handsomest stores in the city, 
which is remarkably well furnished and has a number 
of new features. It will be a most attractive place for 
the trade to visit. 

The firip of Hays, Goldberg & Co. sell a great many 
goods from their retail houses which are situated in vari- 
ous parts of the country. This undoubtedly gives them 
an opportunity for learning what are the necessary 
things to get in clothing, and it assists them in bringing 
out one of the finest lots of clothing to be sold to the 
popular trade that is made in the country. 

L. M. Hays, the head of the firm, is a young man, 
thirty-seven yfears of age. He began his career in the 
neckwear business in Rochester, and a few years later 
went in with his father, Moses Hays, in the clothing 
manufacturing business. Afterwards he joined the firm 
of Nathan Levi & Co., clothing manufacturers of Roches- 
ter, and travelled all over the country. A few years 
later he became a partner of the firm of Lichtenstein, 
Rothschild, Slowman & Co. , Rochester. When this firm 
dissolved, the firm in Rothschild, Hays & Co. was 
formed, and this firm was succeeded by Hays, Goldberg 
& Co., who have been in Rochester for several years. 
Mr. Hays is a very bright business man, wtio knows how 
to make up things in splendid shape at a very low 
expense. 

Mr. Goldberg, the second member of the firm, is 
thirty-nine years of age, and was born in New York State. 
He went into the retail business twenty-two years ago, 
and became a partner later on with M. Schwartz in retail 
stores at Albany, Poughkeepsie and Newburg. They 
manufactured their own goods and did something in the 
jobbing line. In 1892 Mr. Goldberg went to Rochester 
and bought out Mr. Sol. Hays and B. Rothschild, of the 
firm of Rothschild, Hays & Co., and joined L. M. 
Hays. Mr. Goldberg is a fine-looking gentleman and he 
knows how to take care of the financial part of the 
business. 



Mr. Arthur C. Levi, who leaves the hat business and 
firm of Baird & Levi to go into the clothing business as a 
partner of Hays, Goldberg & Co., is a well- known man in 
all the trades of clothing, furnishing goods and hats 
throughout the country. He has been one of tl^e most 
successful salesmen in the hat business, and on the ist 
of April began his career as a clothing salesman, 
and nobody doubts his great success. He was born in 
New York City in 1849 and started in life as a clerk in a 
music store. This was when he was twelve years old, and 
he finally worked up his salary to $28 a week, and then 
made up his mind that music was no business for him. So 
at nineteen he started out West and settled in Ionia, Mich. , 
in the clothing business, and got $15 a month and board. 
Two years later he went with his brother to Grand Rapids 
and founded the firm of J. I. & A. C. Levi. He remained 
in this business for eight years, and then came to New 
York, where he was engaged by Stich Bros., hat jobbers, 
to represent them in the West, and this is where his real 
success began. He traveled with them for seven years, 
his sales averaging very close to $150,000 a year, and in 
'85 he joined the firm then formed of Cochran, Baird & 
Levi, and was in business for himself. The success of 



this firm is well known. Mr. Levi has a big acquaintance 
with the clothing trade, and counts already a great many 
large customers whom he will be sure to sell. He will 
be a great addition to the firm of Hays, Goldberg & Co., 
because he is a very able business man with ideas, and also 
because he has the power of salesmanship to a remarkable 
degree. Every one wishes him success in his new 
venture. 

Mr. Louis S. Stern, the other member of the concern, 
was born in Germany in 1850. He came to this 
country in 1867 and came here to work for Stern & Co., 
uncles of his, in the furnishing goods business. He went 
to Chicago three days after the great fire, Oct. 5, 1871, 
and opened an office, where he represented Stern & Co. 
He stayed there a little over two years and then came to 
New York and went in with Stern, Foster & Co. as one 
of the firm. Two years later he went back to Stern & 
Co. as a partner. Mr. Stern will be a salesman mainly 
in the new concern, and his wide acquaintance and agree- 
able manners will no doubt win him a good deal of trade, 
new and old. 



THROW THE SENATE OUT. 

THERE was a time when Senators were held in 
respect. The names of Webster, Clay and 
Calhoun bring up memories of honorable men. But just 
look at the members of the United States Senate 
to-day ! Who doubts but what the accused ones are 
guilty? Take McPherson for instance. His explana- 
tion was afterwards all tangled up. The Republicans and 
Democrats are alike. They are politicians; statesmen 
are scarce. A well-known gentleman from Connecticut, 
whom we know well, toM us during a recent conversa- 
tion on a cable car, that he was ashamed of some old 
friends, as for instance Senator Hawley, who joined Hill 
and voted against Peckham*s nomination. The United 
States Senate has been responsible for a good deal of the 
dull business and general depression we have had. Just 
now it is standing in the way of a quick revival of busi- 
ness. If they would pass or kill the tariff bill, shut up 
and go home, there would be in this country an immedi- 
ate demand for goods, the mills would begin to work, 
and men would get employment. Nothing but the United 
States Senate stands in the way. Stocks are low, most 
firms are in good shape and have a desire to buy twice 
as many goods as they dare. Throw the Senate out ! 



PAY YOUR TELEGRAMS. 

THERE is an evil in the trade that needs " hauling 
over the coals. ** We mean the habit of some retail 
merchants who, being in a great hurry to have their goods 
shipped by express, telegraph to the manufactures 
*' collect " — messages which have been known to amount 
in some instances, to $3 or $4. We know of several cases 
-where manufacturers have willingly given up customers 
who had resorted to this niggardly sort of business, and 
there can be no doubt that they have been the gainers 
in the long run. No fair-minded merchant can afiford to 
have such unreasonable methods charged up against his 
name.

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AT no time in the history of clothing annals has this 
market been favored with as many country buyers 
as it has during the month of March. If the gross 
amount of their purchases had been in proportion to the 
number of buyers, it would have taken the wholesale trade 
three months to stock up again. Their orders were 
placed on a par with their neighbors who ordered lightly 
earlier in the season, and expect to duplicate about every 
three or four weeks. 

On the whole the jobbers are quite satisfied, for while 
the sales are not up to the same mark as they were one 
year ago, the expenses all around have been reduced to 
make the two average. 

The specialty, or exclusive houses, have had just as 
good a trade as ever, and have not felt the depression, to 
speak of, at any time. Manufacturers of boys' and chil- 
dren's clothing have had better sales than the houses 
that handle heavier goods. 

In manufacturing centers in the adjacent cities, like 
Elgin, Aurora, Rock Island and Freeport, which are 
essentially manufacturing cities, although surrounded by 
a good agricultural community, the factories are com- 
mencing to resume — some partially, some with full force, 
and it all has a tendency to greatly stimulate trade. These 
are not isolated cases, as the visiting merchants report 
a reopening of many industries throughout this State. 

The manufacturers of boys' and children's clothing will 
receive more direct benefit this season than the makers of 
men's clothing. With the retirement of Silverman 5: 
Opper from business, and the assignment of I^nge Bros. 
Ac Co., it seems as though the firms remaining in business 
would be directly benefited. 

Believing that the opinions of several of the leading 
houses in the manufacturing and jobbing lines, particu- 
larly at this time, would be of much interest to the general 
trade, the representative for The Clothier and Furnish- 
er presents herewith the interviews, which were taken 

• mm 

Mr, Henry W. King, the venerable sage — proprietor 
of the big wholesale clothing house here, principal owner 
of two large manufacturing plants and thirteen represent- 
ative retail stores, is a man of vast mental resources, and 
his opinion is entitled to much weight, Mr. King is the 
senior member of the firm, which is undoubtedly the 
largest manufacturing and retail concern in the line of 
fine clothing in the world. He was extremely courteous 
to the writer, who, after being invited into his private 
oflSce, was enabled to note his views, which are as follows: 
*'The clothing trade for Spring will probably average a 



diminution of 35 per cent The country merchants, as a 
rule, are not overstocked — they are pursuing the wise 
policy of buying from hand to mouth. The very low 
price of beef, pork and wheat, as well as all mineral out- 
put, greatly curtails the ability of the people to buy, and 
the closing down of so many manufactories and the 
Induction of others in the amount of goods produced, 
leaves a large number of people unemployed or but 
partially employed. Every line of business has necessa- 
rily suffered in the amount of iu sales, while it has been 
difficult to decrease expenses in a proportionate degree. 
I look for quiet times during all the year 1894, and I 
believe that when Congress shall adjourn and the new 
crop is harvested, there will bean improvement: but the 
threatened legislation with regard to tariff and income 
tax holds back manufacture and general business. When 
the panic came it found the country in a fairly good 
condition, and the number of failures which have occurred 
among dealers or manufacturers has been surprisingly 
small, but, of course, the business of '93 and thus far in 
'94 has not been profitable. " 

• • • 

Mr. Harry Hart, of Hart, SchafTner & Marx, said: 
'* There is a very marked improvement in business. 
Prospects are brighter than they have been for months. 
The croaker is gradually disappearing, and his dreadful 
prophesies will be remembered only to prove their 
absurdity. The healthy financial sute of affairs, the 
boundless resources of the country make it impossible for 
panics, even such as the last one, to leave effects that 
will linger for any great length of time. We are a wonder- 
fully elastic and recuperative country, and before many 
months we shall be marching along to the music of a 
sounder prosperity than we have ever known. Stocks in 
the country are light. Important industries in this section 
arc employing almost — if not altogether — their full force 
of labor. The agricultural districts, with but few excep- 
tions, have scarcely felt the depression, many of our 
customers reporting business of this season fully equal to 
the corresponding one of last year. There is a tendency 
— and a very strong one — towards a conservative policy, 
induced both by the lessons of the panic and the apprehen« 
sions concerning the effects of tariff legislation. In 
consequence, production was so much curtailed that the 
supply of manufactured goods, both in the piece and in 
garments, is inadequate for even present demands. Prices 
have been established to anticipate almost the worst results 
of the operation of changed tariff conditions; so that in 
any event the outlook is hopeful and promising. When 
the new law goes into effect the coontry will instantly 
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adjust itself to the situation and progress will be rapid 

and decisive." 

« « « 

At Strouss, Eisendrath & Drom's, Mr. Eisendrath 
was seen. He cheerfully submitted to an interview, and 
said: '* The outlook for business has not been as promis- 
ing for several years as it is at present. City trade, with 
the exception of State street, is not as good as it has been, 
as they are suffering yet from the efifects of the World's 
Fair. While country trade in this line is good in all 
sections, the only drawback to business at present is the 
tendency for cheap goods. Buyers in all lines demand 
neat patterns, fair qualities and desirable styles at very low 
prices. This has been the greatest season for print goods 
ever known, and converters cannot print up goods fast 
enough to supply the demand. Even with our immense 
capacity, which is probably the largest in the United 
States, it is a matter of impossibility to fill our orders. On 
the whole, everything looks bright and very promising. At 
our four factories we are running about eight hundred 
hands, and we are practically working day and night. 
The question of tariff will not cut much of a figure in 
prices or business in the clothing or dry goods lines this 
Fall, as the manufacturers of woolens have prepared for 
any emergency that may arise. Cotton cloths will not be 

affected." 

* « « 

Mr. Weil, of Rosen wald & Weil, is probably the young- 
est man in this market occupying so prominent a plkce as 
manufacturer and jobber, and while he is young in years 
he is old in experience. His views: ** My opinion is that 
stocks in the South and far West are much larger than 
they have been at any previous time. That occurred for 
the reason that the merchants in those sections received 
their Fall goods before the depressed feeling reached 
those sections, and the outlook was much better last 
Summer in the South on account of the expected great 
returns from rice, sugar and cotton. In July and August 
the banks stopped payments but for limited amounts, 
which hindered trade greatly during the Fall season. 
California looked promising during the latter part of last 
year, partly on account of the prospect for a heavy orange 
yield and the trade derived from the numerous visitors 
who were expected to winter in Southern California 
and in San Francisco. Stocks of Winter goods in 
the Northwest are very large. In States farther 
East the stocks are lighter than they have ever 
been before. During the agitation of the silver 
bill millions of dollars in orders were cancelled. The 
near-by States show lighter stocks than usual, and with 
the con inued favorable Spring weather business will 
undoubtedly revive, and dealers will feel encouraged to 
place Fall orders perhaps earlier than they did for the 
Spring season. On account of the agitation in regard 
to the Wilson bill the prices of labor have been greatly 
reduced. The remaining productions of the Eastern 
mills have been closed out ridiculously low within the 
last few weeks, but no matter how low goods are offered 
retailers buy as little as possible. It shows that the 
agitation has had an unusually strong effect, and should 
the Wilson bill pass we do not think there will be any 
difference in prices. The only severe effect will take 
place with the wool growers who have sold their pro- 
ductions already at a great loss, and they will have to 
follow a new line of business in the future — for sheep 
raising will not pay." 

♦ ♦ V 

L. C. Wachsmuth, the progressive clothier of **Happy 
Home ** fame, was seen just prior to his visit to New 
York. Mr. Wachsmuth's unique idea of attaching a 
coupon to each suit or overcoat, entitling the holder to 



an elegant lithographic reproduction of Rosa Bonheur's 
great masterpiece, **The Horse Fair," has created much 
favorable comment from the general trade. When asked 
for his opinion in general regarding trade, he said: **We 
find that our men report stocks in the country heavy. The 
hard times, caused by low prices in produce, prevented 
the people from buying much clothing. This, with the 
reduction in price of woolen goods, will compel the 
retailer to sell his old stock at cost or less, and this fact, 
and the probable continuation of low prices of produce 
and cattle and hogs, in my opinion, will make business 
unsatisfactory for the Fall trade. Woolen goods have 
been reduced materially, and we think that there will still 
be a further reduction if the Wilson bill should pass, 
especially on low-priced worsted fabrics. In my judg- 
ment it is the proper thing for both the retailer and 
wholesaler to go slow, carry as low a stock as possible, 
and reduce expenses to the bottom notch.** 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

G. M. Alexander, of Longley, Low& Alexander, said: 
**Since the first of March we have been very busy, both 
filling orders from our traveling men and selling goods in 
the house, so much so that we have been compelled for 
the last two weeks to work nights at our factory. We 
have orders enough ahead for thirty days* work. We will 
moveinto our new factory on April ist, where our capac- 
ity will be trebled, and we are in hopes then to be able 
to fill our orders within one week's time after receiving 
them. Stocks are reported to be generally light in the 
country, and we look for a good, steady demand all 

through the season.*' 

« « « 

Mr. Briggs, of the United Shirt and Collar Company, 
reported as follows: '*The stocks in the country held by 
the merchants are low ; they have bought sparingly and 
expect, all of them, to reorder. Our trade in January 
and February was not up to last year, but with the 
reorders which we expect, and have reason to hope that 
we will get, we believe that the six months' business will 
be very nearly, if not quite, as large as it was during the 
same six months of last year. Collections have been 
very fair, and while the trade has bought very conserva- 
tively, it is in a position to pay for what is being bought. 
I think that the tariff will pass as it came from the com- 
mittee. The amendments as presented by the commit- 
tee will be fairly satisfactory to this business.'* 

* « « 

E. J. Stranskv, of Kuh, Nathan & Fischer, was found 
comfortably seated in a big arm chair. After blowing a 
little smoke from a large perfecto ceilingward, he said : 
** About all I can say is that all this month *s trade has 
been on the improve, and our men have done a very 
satisfactory business, as a rule, especially in certain 
sections where we did not expect trade would be as 
good as it has proven to be. The stocks in the country 
are in good shape because merchants last Fall bought 
very conservatively, and it has placed them in good condi- 
tion to buy this Fall. Now they know exactly what they 
want, and there will be less speculating. Our Spring 
trade, under the circumstances, has been very satisfac- 
tory. Our Fall purchases are about all made and we 
will show a strong line of goods, simply for the reason 
that we did not carry over many of last seasons* 

products.** 

« « * 

The opinions of three very intelligent traveling sales- 
men, who cover different sections of the West, will be 
found as follows: 

Wm. A. Boland, of Kuh, Nathan & Fischer's staff, terri- 
tory Nebraska and Northern Kansas, said: **I have just 
returned from a three months' trip. Stocks are low, 
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cxtremelj low — lower than ihcy have been for years. 
Out there the tariff seems to cut no figure. The deprev 
sion arises from a shortage of crops and extremely low 
prices for grain — lower than they hare ever been before. 
As far as money matters in that section are concerned, 
the banks are teeming with money, but they will not 
loan unless good, gilt-edged security is offered. My 
opinion, with the present prospect for good crops in the 
Fall, is that trade will resume quicker out there than it 
would in manafacturing centers, as the tariff apparently 
has no effect upon them. The merchants out there are 
doing a fair business, despite the hard times. Collec* 
tions are reported very slow, which, I think, is owing to 
the farmers holding their grain, waiting for higher 
prices. The percentage of failures in that country is 
lower. I think, than at any point either west or east of 
here." 



ROSENWALD& Weil's Illinois man, B. Rosenheim, said : 
** My opinion is that merchants will be in good shape for 
Fall purchases, because stocks seem to be in a healthy 
condition. The crop prospects, from what I could 
gleam earlier in the season, seem to be fair for an aver- 
age yield. In the agricultural sections the only thing 
they look to is the condition of the crops, while in manu- 
facturing localities the general feeling is that there will 
be a gradual improvement in business as the manufact- 
ories increase in operation. The prevailing feeling is 
that, as soon as the tariff bill is settled one way or the 
other, mills that have been closed awaiting the result 
will begin operations. The outlook for this Fall is better 
than it was last Fall.*' 



S. E. Spiesberoer, who covers the larger cities in 
Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin and Illinois for Strouss, 
Eisendrath & Drom, said: ** Spring stocks, I find, 
contain a good many light-colored goods that have been 
carried over through the late dull period, and, in conse- 
quence, the trade bought very lightly and in limited 
quantities in the clothing line, while in special lines, such 
as ours, the purchases were free, and my personal trade 
increased fifty per cent, during the last year. I have 
just returned from a three months* trip, and, owing to 
the difficulty of turning out orders in anything like 
complete form, I was forced to come in. Since I 
returned, the trade in the house has been such as to keep 
us on the hop, skip and jump!" Turning in his chair, 
Mr. Spiesberger called the credit man of the house, who 
came forward with a bundle of orders. He then said: 
••Just as a criterion, here arc twenty-five orders taken 
to-day (March aist), before noon. This (Spring) is our 
biggest season. Our Spring trade was large; the weak- 
ness in trade was felt last Fall, but not in the extreme 
sense of the word ; as our line is a speciality line there is 
always a demand for our stuff when there is not in heavier 
lines.*' 

• • • 

Lange Bros. & Co., manufacturers of boys* and chil- 
dren's clothing, with headquarters in the Kuh, Nathan & 
Fischer Building, comer Van Buren and Franklin streets, 
assigned to the Chicago Title and Trust Company on 
March 19th. The assignment was a perfectly honest 
one, with no preferred creditors. The liabilities are 
placed at $70,000. An inventory is now being made of 
the assets, which are said to be about $10,000 less than 
the liabilities. Slow collections and decreased sales, 
caused by the long depression in business, together with 
a depreciation of assets, both in manufactured pro- 
duct and bills receivable, made an assignment imper- 
ative in order to protect all creditors alike. They have 



been in business in this city for about ten years, and their 
record for honesty was never questioned. The assignee 
is independent of all creditors, and an early effort to 
settle, if possible, will be made, and the business 
resumed. 



It has been rumored of late that Morris, C^oldsmidt & 
Co., wholesale clothiers at 190 Fifth avenue, were 
preparing to retire from business.

LOUIS H. KOHN, of the firm of Ederheimer, Stein 
& Co., ts a young man ot sound views, logical and 
to the point. His opmion will be read with interest, to wit: 
*' The entire business world i> still suficnng from the 
cloud of uncerumty that overhangs the country, and 
we do not know exactly what is coming or what to 
expect. We can, as a rule, foresee a few months in 
advance what the busine^^s will be. The DemcKratic 
party, while committed to carry out a certain policy, 
was not wise in choosing the present time to disturb 
existing conditions still more by tinkering with the 
tariff and upsetting any calculation that might be made 
as to the certainty requisite in every line of business to 
enable manufacturing industries not alone to supply 
immediate demands, but to work somewhat in advance 
of what the demand will be. No manufacturing indus- 
try to-day is pushing forward and making active ettorts 
to create new business or to anticipate any demand. 
Demand there will be undoubtedly, because our country 
has such boundless resources and is tnroughout, taking 
it as a whole, in prosperous condition, liebts that have 
been carried in former years and easily extended from 
year to year have been paid, and the money that aids 
the extension and development of the resources of the 
country is idle. That we have had an overproduction of 
all kinds of merchandise is undoubtedly true, but that 
there is any less money and any reason for a smaller 
amount of business than in the past few years, no one 
can say with reason. The farming community un(|ues- 
tionably is the backbone of the whole country, and their 
condition is an indication of the general condition and 
the measure of the prosperity of the nation. As long as 
they have a crop and have something to sell and have 
money there will be no lack of business. It is only a 
matter of a short time when we shall have settled u(>on 
some decided policy as to our tarift and as to our 
money, placing them tH>th upon a sound t)asts, that the 
country will recover very quickly, and business will be 
just the same as it always has been. The more enter- 
prising, active, wideawake people, who measure public 
demand with any degree of accuracy, will still continue 
to lead and do a large business, and, as the times 
warrant, on smaller margins than their old-fashioned 
competitors, who run their business on the old-fashioned 
plan of giving small value and getting a high price. The 
business for the Fall season of '94 will be on a sound, 
substantial basis, merchants throughout the country 
have no over-surplus of goods, and the demand in the 
farming communities will be just as good as it ever was, 
if nothing happens to interfere to prevent a fair average 
crop, and the end of 1894 will find the wholesalers with 
smaller stocks of merchandise on hand ; and the retailer, 
in the clothing line especially, who can see ahead far 
enough to realize this, will buy his goods in time and 
carry just as full a stock as he always did, with the 
result of selling just as many goods and doing just as 
profitable a business. The country ispros(>erous;do not 
let us forget this. We have confidence in the stability 
of our banking institutions and our commercial houses, 
and all we need is a little confidence in Congress, that 
they won*t disturb and reurd a rapid return to pros- 
perity, that must inevitably come if they are there to 
honestly fulfill their pledge as American citizens and as 
decent, respectable members of society. This is what 
future prospects depend upon.**

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Easter Saturday and Easter flonday Show Windows 
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STROLL up and down the Strand, 
that portion of Broadway between 
23d and 33d streets, on Easter 
Saturday disclosed that every- 
thing in neckwear tended to white 
backgrounds. In other words, it 
W3S the dominant feature of the 
window exhibit all along Broad- 
way pave on both sides of the 
way. 

0000 

Hutchinson had a window full of steel gray for the 
conservative, and Sam Budd had a window of fine striped 
scarfings, narrow four-in-hands in the highest groove. 
But there were three windows with white, principally, and 
delicately shaded fabric backgrounds, that set the pace, 
that was continued in the stroll up town. 

0000 

iNaERSOLL & Glennerv had three or four of their 
individuals; pendant from the walking-sticks in a manner 
that brought them in the middle of the window space, 
and they looked well against the white background 
behind. 

0000 

At Crockers, under the Coleman House, where there 
is always something interesting, there was a dominance 
of white ; and there were refined backgrounds like Royal 
Worcester ware mingled in with the display. 

0000 

At Rogers, Peet & Co.'s it was all white, without 
coloring and the wide spaced figurines which prevailed 
elsewhere. There were two windows containing flowing 
cnders, with the long ends thrown over the rods in a 
deft way, bringing the small knot at right angles with its 
droop while the short end fell gracefully downwards, and 
the fabric took on a lustre in the crinkles that were thus 
obtained. There were narrow four-in-hands and made- 
up bows to help out the flooring, and the fixtures 
utilized were steel rods and walking sticks. 

0000 

There was at Miller's a predominance of white back- 
ground. Indeed in all the shop windows put together, 
although there was a different treatment in the fabrics 
and patternings, there was nothing in the aggregate to 
warrant more than passing mention. This scheme in 
monotone awakens the thought that the fine furnishers 
with one accord uttered the propunciamento to the great 
passing throng, many of whom were buyers ere the stroll 
was ended — ** this white background is the Easter thing, 
you know! And you do not want to think of anything 
else!" 

0000 

A TRIP to Brooklyn town on Easter Monday revealed, 
I was greatly surprised to note, a much livelier menu of 



neckwear in particular. Every store of note along both 
sides of Fulton street, in contradistinction to the same- 
ness of the New York exhibit, had displays each one 
difiFerent from the other, and all calculated to elicit 
commendation. 

0000 

The Abraham & Strauss windows of fine furnishings 
were alike a credit to Mr. Katz, who arranged the show- 
ing, and Chas. Gold, the furnishing goods buyer 
who provided the well-chosen scarfing, gloves, handker- 
chiefs, etc. , for the display. It must be said that the 
space was very deftly utilized without overcrowding, and 
the articles were shown ^t an enhanced value. The 
grouping on the window floor of white satin background 
neckwear and gloves, and the showing of the handker- 
chiefs, jutting out from the window frame, were all well 
adjudged. An important feature of the exhibit was the 
placement of the fixtures. The upper rod jutted ofif at 
the back so as to get its delicate freight in the line of 
vision. There were three other rods extending across 
the window width, and these graded forward to within 
eighteen inches of the flooring, like a stairway. On each 
of the rods were tie<J five examples of fine neckwear, and 
they were four deep. Thq dominant shape on floor and 
rod was a graduated Ascot. The large flowing pointed 
end graded into the wide band which lessened to a two 
inch pointed end. The different sets of these were in 
delicate shadings such as Saumon, a delightful Cream 
Rose Tint; Pearl Blue, just off the White ; Silver 
Mauve and Golden Lemon in superb yellowish hue. These 
goods were from the Parisian mart, and though they 
were conservative, were yet in the fashionable trend that 
can be worn upon any daytime occasion with the dark 
suiting preferably, and especially apt for the semi-for- 
mal morning and afternoon functions when the tall hat 
and double breasted frock coat is worn, and in the after- 
noon when is donned the cutaway long-tailed frock. 

0000 

There was a very typical Easter Monday showing in 
Journeay & Burnham's twenty-foot wide window. It 
was a solid array of one design in fine fabric, in six dis- 
tinct color blendings. Mr. Good, the buyer of the fur- 
nishings, is to be congratulated on having the only 
solid window of this description in Brooklyn. The goods 
were shown in four-in-hands, flowing-end Tecks, and 
flowing-end tieables. They were deftly exhibited on 
three rows of rods extending the entire length of the 
window pane, and well back in the window. The 
design suggested a changeant tendency. There were 
six combinations and five in different shades of blue, 
this dominant shade being in square-like flecking, 
which was graded into the other lighter shades of 
similar tint with a facile touch. The very deli- 
cate, almost White tint of Blue, interblending in 
the texture with Silver Pearl ; Pale Blue and Pearl 
Gray ; medium Blue and light Gray ; Russe Blue and lighter 
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blue ; Navy Blue aud Maltese Gray. These colorings 
were punctuated at intervals with a contrasting pattern 
of Garnet and Silver Gray. They were arranged with 
keen appreciation of the best exploitation. 

oooo 

At Loescr's there was just the opposite procedure on 
exhibit. There was a fifteen-foot two-window space 
filled with an almost perplexing variety of handsome 
and well chosen neckwear. Description is out of the 
question, for there were only few of a kind. I rather 
fancy it was an exposition of the tendency of the Spring- 
time line — such as might be seen within the store. At 
all events it was a remarkable showing, and one could 
select any specimen in the display, and be aptly 
equipped. 

OOOO 

There was a wider stretch of neckwear window show 
at Harding's on Easter Mqnday than any New York 
shopkeeper had displayed. And for the variation in fabric 
and price, there was nowhere else such an exposition. 
There was a solid window of narrow four-in-hands and 
narrow tecks. The material was in Mogadore weave and 
the patterings were narrow, close-together stripes in 
black on red background, and thread-like, close-together 
white stripes on cherry. These were extra grading 
from wide band to 2^ inches and have, pointed ends. 
These goods did not have a price mark ; but after I had 
strolled from Harding's to Joumeay & Burnham's 
and returning in about two hours found this window 
very thoroughly cleared out 

0000 

The two-scarfs-for-ninety-cents central window holds 
a larger showing, and the display is a tribute to the 
enterprise of the proprietor. The narrow four-in-hands, 
forty-six inches long, are in refined and lustrous tints of 
lavender and pearl, and blue fieckings with silver white. 
There were white silk, wide banded, narrow four-in- 
hands, decorated all over with satin figurings, that were 
suitable to wear at any semi-formal day-time function. 
Included in this window were two new shades, golden 
ravissant — a pale rose pink in silk with satin ornamen- 
tations. There was another of the same color with satin 
raised cording in a series of two rows, one inch apart. 
There is a similar texture in a silver pearl shade, very 
lustrous with satin ornamentations and like raised cord- 
ing, the nominated price mark whereof seems really 
incredible, considering the palpable value of the goods. 

0000 

Fred Walton, formerly men's furnishings buyer at 
Mandel Brothers, Chicago, has for six weeks past held 
that position at Simpson, Crawford & Simpson's. Under 
Mr. Walton's management the department has made a 



notable advance. The window at the side of the second 
entrance towards 20th street was filled with a display of 
48 cent — which means 50 cent — scarfings, in a well- 
chosen array of patternings. I went inside the store. 
There were shown goods as fine as can be found any- 
where, and at lesser prices, and they were all in an 
experienced vein of selection. 

0000 
The Easter Monday neckwear window at Forsyth's 
store, near Fulton street, on Broadway, contained a 
display exclusively of striped four-in-hands. The goods 
were of the finest quality, and in the blues and greys in 
the cassimere like effects. There were, however, among 
the windowful many new variations in the striped 
designs. There were exclusive color blendings and 
backgrounds with different size width striping. The red 
background, with thread-like, close- together black stripes; 
and the red background, with thread-like, close-together 
white stripes ; and the white background, with thread- 
like, close-together red stripes, were features of the 
exhibit. The window was a great selling window, and 
showed the tendency of the well-to-do customers in 
the down town business — men that buy fine furnish- 
ings — for the window had to be filled time and 
again. The same display was maintained, as near as 
feasible, during the week with great success. It must 
be said that the arrangement of the neckwear was in 
acute realization of a correct method of color blending. 

0000 

The window showing by J. G. Gaflfagan located at 387 
Sixth avenue, near 23d street, between 23d and 24th 
streets, on the west side of the way, was somewhat of 
a revelation. The north window contained the most 
striking theme in neckwear in a conservative tendency 
that has been exploited during the current season. The 
fabric was in ** The Granite weave " (said Mr. Gaffagan), 
which was a good description. But the feature of the 
design was that it was an interblending in dull finish of 
minute specks or particles of color. Indeed, it looked 
like the mixing of colored pepper — a, designation which 
Mr. Gaffagan admitted was an apt one. The color 
blendings were novel and rare: Blue-gray and Brown; 
Saxe and Old Rose ; Dark Blue and Mauve ; Terra 
Cotta and Slate. The effect secured was of a nature 
which would appeal to the most discerning purchaser of 
fine neckwear. The price was not marked. But they 
were undoubtedly high priced. The other window 
contained a solid showing, uncrowded, of Silver Gray, 
diagonally striped, De Joinvilles, marked at 50 cents — a 
great value for the money. There is the evidence of 
skilled choosing in these windows, which may make the 
name of Gaffagan frequently mentioned hereafter in these 
columns.

retaining their old-established hold with the better-to-do 
classes, while fiat set brims, such as the Harrington, are 
Hbcrally patronized In certain sections of the country. 
The six-deep derby, a recent innovation of Philadel- 
phia origin, has likewise quite endeared .itself to buyers 
and promises a good run. 



Reports coming from leading hatting houses in this city, 
Brooklyn, Boston, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, 
all indicate a fairly satisfactory state of affairs, and 
duplicate orders are being received in liberal proportions. 



In the Orange district there is considerable activity 
manifested, but the improvement, so eagerly longed for 
and proclaimed by the more sanguine as being in rapid 
progress, is as yet but lightly felt in that quarter. The 
orders received, although large in numbers, are through- 
out smaller in size than used to be the rule, and are just 
about sufficient to keep the plants in operation. It is 
conceded, however, by the majority of manufacturers in 
that district that the close of the season finds them in 
much better shape than the beginning. At Danbury all 
the factories are running again; harmony has been 
restored, and things there have reassumed their former 
lively appearance. At Bethel they are jubilant over the 
goodly share of the business that has been coming their 
way. At Norwalk the factories are ** humming," and 
everybody seems to be happy and contented in the vicin- 
ity of these localites. 

The case trade is dull. Returns coming from travel- 
ing men, who are on the road with Fall samples, are 
meager, and do not encourage hope for an early season. 

This is pronouncedly an era of silk hats. They are 
worn more freely this season than ever, and manufactur- 
ers are fairly crowded with orders for this style of head- 
gear. 



In the category of soft hats the pearl is making head- 
way in the race for popularity.

PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 



The Dunlap, Knox, Miller and Youmans styles are 



SENATOR VEST, on the 3d inst., gave notice to the 
Senate of a number of amendments to the Tariff 
bill which have been agreed upon by the Democratic 
members of the Senate Finance Committee, and which, at 
the proper time, will be submitted to the Seniate for 
action. The following, having reference to the hatting 
industry, are among the prpposcd alterations: 

Paragraph 335, reading ** Hats for men's, women's and 
children's wear, composed of the fur of the rabbit, beav- 
er or other animal, or of- which such fur is the compo- 
nent material of chief value, wholly or partly manufact- 
ured, including fur hat bodies," has been increased from 
35 to 40 per cent, ad valorem. The House bill placed 
the duty at 30 per cent. 

This paragraph, 417, found in the free list in the 
Senate bill, is stricken out: ** Straw, chip, grass, palm 
leaf, willow, osier or rattan, in the form of braids, plaits, 
laces, suitable for making or ornamenting hats, bonnets 
and hoods; also when imported for trimming men's and 
boys' hats only, hat bands not exceeding 2j4 inches in 
width and when cut in lengths not exceeding 37 inches; 
hat bindings not exceeding i^ inches in width and when 
cut in lengths not exceeding 54 inches, and hat linings 
composed in whole or in part of silk, satin or cotton, 
when cut in pieces not exceeding 12x16 inches, or 5x30 
inches," and the provision of the House bill in part is 
restored, to wit: "Braids, plaits, laces and similar man- 
ufactures composed of straw, chip, grass, palm leaf, 
willow, osier or rattan, suitable for making or ornament- 
ing hats, bonnets and hoods."

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JS. SEARCH, the treasurer of the John B. 
• Stetson Co., is a most interesting gentleman 
to talk with. Fortunately for me, I found him on an 
afternoon, when he gave me two hours of his time. We 
talked about the tariff as it applies to hats, and Mr. 
Search has very profound views on this subject, and 
thinks the Wilson tariff, if passed, would be a most seri- 
ous menace to the hat manufacturers of this country. 
He regrets very much that the eflForts of the hat tariff 
committee, composed of New York men, has met with 
so few results. He thinks that it is easily shown what 
an injury the competition of English manufacture on the 
new tariff would be, and says that is mostly because of 
the higher price paid for labor in this country. Mr. 
Search is rather hopeless about any change being made, 
and only wishes that the bill may never go through. 
Mr. Search was formerly a manufacturer of woolens, 
and only the tempting offer which the John B. Stetson 
Co. made him caused him to take the management 
of their affairs. He is much interested in the formation 
of a textile school for designers, and started this school 
ten years ago, investing his own money. Later, men 
like Thomas Dolan and one other found out what he had 
done, and insisted on embarking with him, dividing the 
expenses among them. To-day, the most successful 
school of this sort in the country is in Philadelphia, and 
is known as The School of Industrial Art, and has 
recently been united with the Pennsylvania Museum. Mr. 
Search is president of this institution. 
V V V 
In reference to the new agency of the Miller hat, Mr. 
Search is very much pleased at the number of agencies 
they have established, and also with the letters they have 
received congratulating them on the goods they have so 
far made. These letters are from some of the most 
critical hatters in the country, and they would not express 
themselves as they do unless they were very much 
impressed. A few of these letters are given on another 
page.

I WISH I could convey the intellectual photograph that 
Henry H. Roelofs impresses on my mind. I should like 
to draw a pen picture, if that would show him as he is. 
I called on him, intending to stay but a moment, for he 
was busy and I had a number of engagements to fill 
before I took the 6:50 train for home. But Mr. Roelofs 
began to talk with me, and I forgot the engagements, 
the train and everything, except that I was listening to 



one of the most intelligent men as a manufacturer that 
I have ever met in the hat business — a man, by the way, 
who represents the best intellect and culture, whose mind 
is trained, and applies scientific reasonings to his work. 
He is not the juror hatter, although he knows the work 
from the bench up, but he is the man who has a trained 
intellect and a marvelous ability in seeing ahead. Look 
at the American pressed hat, how he, after the oft 
repeated failures of others, has made it the most suc- 
cessful hat process ever used, and there are so many 
other things he has done in the manufacturing equip- 
ment of his establishment. To-day Henry H. Roelofs 
& Co. make more stiff hats from $24 to $42 a dozen 
than any other two manufacturers in the country. And 
to do that they have no peers as hat manufacturers. I 
was very glad to tell him, as I mentioned, my apprecia- 
tion of what he talked to me about, and how I did not 
regret the two hours I was a listener, that he had with 
him a salesman whose superior did not exist in the hat 
business, and I referred, of course, to my friend, Mr. E. 
E. Nelson. Think of the difficulties he had to overcome, 
and nothing ever seemed to daunt him. He got there, 
and is getting there all the time in great shape. 

V V V 

I FOUND Frank P. Heid in a pleasant frame of mind, 
satisfied with business and prospects. He has a magnifi- 
cent line of boys* and children's caps. They tell me 
that Mr. Keyser, who travels throughout the West to the 
Pacific coast, is a very popular individual. I am sorry I 
missed him. 

V V V 

Daniel Donovan, with C. H. Garden & Co., 
received me cordially. He is a fine specimen of man- 
hood, with magnificent head and white hair. A gentle- 
man, I should say, of the old school, but very enterpris- 
ing. C. H. Garden & Co. are one of the representative 
hat houses in the country. 

V V V 

I CALLED on the Tichenor Hat Company while in Phil- 
adelphia the other day. Mr. Tichenor, I presume it was, 
kept me waiting a few minutes, when he appeared. I 
introduced myself, told him I was one of the publishers 
of The Clothier and Furnisher, and asked him if he 
ever read any of the copies of the paper which had been 
sent to him. I do not think that Mr. Tichenor (if it was 
he I met) possesses any great amount of personal magnet- 
ism. He replied, in rather a cold-blooded tone of voice, 
that he believed several copies of The Clothier and 
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of ability and good sense, and such men are the ones 
that we need to govern our cities. Mr. Adams is of the 
firm of Stevens & Adams, of Syracuse, and is very well 
known and very popular in this market.

D. M. Gilbert, the well-known hatter of Evansville, 
came to town the middle of March and spent about two 
weeks in this vicinity. I am very sorry to say that Mr. 
Gilbert brought with him a very sick wife. It gave me 
great pleasure to have a meal with Mr. Gilbert and to 
talk with him over old times. We recalled the time, 
years ago, when he came to New York and bought a bill 
of $i,8oo of Topping, Maynard & Hobron, when I was a 
salesman there. I remember the day very well. Mr 
Gilbert and I had been all through the stock, and finally 
we came out in front of the store and began looking at 
the signs, when Nelson, Wiley and another hat man came 
along and accosted us. '* Well, boys, what are you doing 
out here ? ** said Nelson, and Dave answered, facetiously : 
** Why, I have been inside with Fred all day, and have 
just about cleaned out their stock, and now we are here 
and are negotiating for the signs.'* Two days after this 
bill was bought, Dave sent me a letter in which he wrote 
that this was a big bill, and that there was one thing he 
wanted me to change in the same. **You remember,** 
he wrote, '* that I bought six bales of hammocks. Now, 
you know very well that I could not sell six bales of 
hammocks in Evansville in a century. Please cancel one 
of them. ** A very clever fellow is Dave Gilbert !

I RECEIVED a letter the other day from VaL M 
Schmitz, of Evansville, calling attention to the notice 
that I gave him in these columns last month, and also 
adding that he believed one of the causes of his success 
had been that I had sold him his first bill of hats. Thank 
you, Val; I hope your luck will continue. 

V V V 

I WAS talking with Arthur Levi the other day about 
old times in the hat trade and the great difference 
between the men and the bills that used to be when he 
first went on the road, and those that are selling and 
sold to-day. We brought back to memory Sam Deming, 
Bill Courtney, Geo. Jaynes, all of whom have passed 
away, and thought of those who are still living and are 
hustling — Bill Brown, Bob VanArsdale, Jay Phillips, 
W. H. Mooney (still hustling) and Jno. Shayne, in the 
retail business. It was great fun to hear the tales that 
Arthur had to tell and his personal reminiscences were 
not the least interesting. He told of the time when he 
left Grand Rapids, where he was in business with his 
brother, and came East to start on the road in hats. He 
had not much luck in getting a position; everybody 
laughed at him when he claimed that he could sell $30,000 
worth of hats his first year, and there seemed to be no 
vacancies open for him. By accident he happened to pass 
by Stich Bros., and when they found out what he was in 
New York for, Julius Stich asked him what he could do. 
He still stuck to his figure of $30,000, and the result was 
that he was engaged by the brothers for a salary of 



$1,500 a year and expenses. A few days later he started 
out with a list of towns and small places in Michigan 
and adjoining States. He sold but little in these towns, 
and finally reached Detroit, where he met Sam Deming, 
and Sam asked him where he was going. He handed 
over his route list which included only a number of 
small places in that country. Sam immediately tore up 
this list and said : " Oh, Arthur, you do not want to go 
to these places. I am going to Chicago, Kansas City, 
St. Louis and places of this character. That is your 
sphere." So Arthur wrote home to Stich Bros, that he 
was called to Chicago on private business, although they 
had been particular to tell him that he must not go to 
Chicago, as their goods were not the right sort for that 
market. The Stich Bros, had told him, when he started 
out, that he would possibly sell five or six thousand 
dollars* worth. In the big cities he went to Arthur took 
in about $15,000, and when he came home, there was a 
gala time at Stich Bros.* and wine flowed freely in cele- 
bration of the occasion. 

V V i^ 

** Those were days,'* said Arthur, **when they sold 
big bills in the hat business.*' There were nine, as 
mentioned above, who all held leading positions, and 
they generally fixed it up so that they could be in the 
big cities at the same time, and you can bet those were 
great days when they all got together. They were good 
livers and fair drinkers,and occasionally had a little game 
of cards, but they never lost any time, and their sales were 
away up into the hundred thousand mark. Some of the 
stories that have been handed down from that period will 
be mighty interesting tales to tell, but hardly fit to put 
under these dignified columns. 

i^ V V 

There were certain towns that stand out in the memory 
of the men who still live and then traveled with hats that 
are brim full of good stories. There is Memphis, for 
instance, probably one of the sportiest towns, where 
Gene Leidy was the reigning hatter. When the yellow 
fever was raging there in 1883, 'Gene telegraphed to 
Arthur Levi to come down, and Arthur, thinking that the 
fever had all quieted down, took the train for Memphis. 
The first thing that *Gene accosted him with upon his 
arrival in Memphis, was ** Thirty-two deaths to-day,** 
and this made Arthur wink. ** The first thing that I 
want to do,** said Arthur, "is to see Dr. Mitchell, the 
governmental supervisor of health." And after 'Gene 
had stopped on the way to visit a man who had been 
barkeeper at the Peabody Hotel, named Chris Klein- 
koop, and who was about to die of the fever, leaving 
Arthur in the hallway, they found Dr. Mitchell, 
and Arthur asked him what he would do, if he was 
in his position. The doctor replied: **The thing for 
you to do is not to let a minute go by without taking 
a drink. That is the only thing that can save you.** 
There was one bar-room open closeby, but before 
entering it, Arthur took out his order book and said to 
'Gene: ** Now, you have got to give me an order first.** 
And he gave him an order for $4,200 worth of 
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goods. And then the fun began. A cab was hired, Arthur's 
trunk and baggage were checked, and full directions 
were given the driver to see that the man who was in his 
cab, and who was fighting the fever, should go on the 
train without fail. At four o'clock the following evening 
Arthur found himself at Nashville. 
^ ^ ^ 
I TELL this story in safety, for Mr. Levi has been a 
total abstainer for years, and it will cast no reflection 
on his character when the extraordinary circumstances 
are considered. 

It is pretty hard work for a hat man now to go out 



on the road and sell, say, six, eight or ten thousand 
dollars' worth of goods, but this was common in the 
old days, when there were fewer men out and people 
were in the habit of buying larger quantities. Nowa- 
days, one can find from twenty-seven to thirty hat men 
in Chicago selling the retail trade, and when you include 
the commission men who sell jobbers, the figure runs 
up into the sixties and seventies. Naturally, in order to 
divide among all of these the quantities retailers and 
jobbers buy, they must diminish the amount.

Much uncertainty seems to exist as to what events 
the next four weeks may bring forth, and as to what 
the condition of the trade may be when the Spring 
season ends. ''But should this fine weather continue," 
remarked a leading retailer, ''and with the excellent 
quality of goods that we are offering at very low prices, 
the financial depression and the effects of tariff tinkering 
will not prevent the great buying masses from coming to 
the stores. " 



•*We have been going through a sort of business 
scourge in this country during the past year," remarked 
another keen, conservative member of a clothing firm, 
*'but it has had its good effects. It has weeded out the 
rotten banks and other ' wild-cat ' financial enterprises, 
and such firms dealing in all sorts of merchandise whose 
business principles were loose and unsound. These 
unsound business methods were a detriment to honest 
dealing, and by stimulating abnormal business condi- 
tions, they were a menace to fair and honest competi- 
tion. By the time business assumes its normal condi- 
tion these enterprises based upon unsound business 
principles will be out of existence, but the lesson taught 
will prove to be a beneficial guide to honest and efficient 
business men. With all business upon a firm basis the 
honest merchant will reap the greater reward when the 
great era of prosperity dawns which always follows the 
epoch of stagnation." 



Said another savant of advanced attire, who has 
recently become a strong protectionist: "I was 
converted to that standard by the reading of the speech 
made by Mr. Charles Emory Smith, editor of the Phila- 
delphia Press^ and late Minister to Russia, at the dinner 
of the Board of Trade, containing the statement 'that 
the commerce, the transportation, the interchange of 
money among citizens of the United States in 1890 
amounted to sixty billions of dollars, and all the rest of 
the world put together aggregated but six billions. ' " 



'*What we want is to be left alone, "continued this 
bright merchant, "and not let other nations share in our 
prosperity and progress and aggrandizement as a nation. 
The recollection that the foreign element spent hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in this country in shaping the 
last Presidential election to gain their point, in order to 
get in and divide up our prosperity among themselves, 
is alone enough to upset all business calculations and 
almost set at naught traffic throughout the country. " 



It seems exceedingly strange that never a suggestion 
of the danger of German goods getting in has been 
agitated in all the tariff discussion. It is possible that 



our legislators do not know that the wares made by 
Austrian and German pauper labor have taken the place 
of English manufactures to a great extent throughout 
Great Britain, This, was a great scald for the Londoner 
who wanted to wear the English made products, and 
who, of course, does when he can buy fine fabrics and 
cloths. 



But the German ascendancy and monopolization of 
their popular goods, bought by the well-to-do and the 
masses, is a bitter pill, which is sugar-coated by covering 
the German goods by English labels. If the tariff bill 
passes we will have to encounter this same competition 
in cotton and knit goods in particular, and fancy goods 
in general. The only way to meet this lowering in price 
is to cut down wages — ^a bane which foreign competition 
brings upon the people. 



OFFICIAL ARBITRARINESS. 

A GOOD deal of dissatisfaction has been caused in 
certain quarters by the recent action of the Post 
Office Department in awarding the entire contracts for 
carriers' uniforms to Southern and Western firms, con- 
trary to the practice heretofore observed. In years past 
it has been the custom for the postmasters in the differ- 
ent large cities throughout the country to ask for bids 
for uniforms, and when these bids were received a com- 
mittee of carriers selected the style which they liked best 
for quality and price. This year, however, "in the desire 
that there should be a similarity as to quality, texture 
and color in the carriers' suits throughout the whole 
country,'* the department at Washington took the mat- 
ter in hand, and the contracts were awarded Messrs. 
Oehm & Co., Baltimore, and Fecheimer & Co., Cincin- 
nati, the stipulated prices beingfor Summer suits,$i 1.95; 
Winter suits, $14.95. The bids entered by Messrs. 
Leopold Morse & Co. and Freeland, Loomis & Co., of 
Boston, it is claimed, were about $1.50 lower than those 
of the successful bidders, so that carriers will be obliged 
to pay that much more for their uniforms than they 
would have been had the awards been made to the low- 
est bidders, as it was reasonably expected they would be 
made. It was also stated the men had been informed 
that they must have their uniforms made by the firms 
having the contract This latter supposition, however, 
has been dispelled by a letter written by the First Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General to Messrs. Leopold Morse & 
Co., who had asked for an official expression on this 
point, and in which it is stated that it is not the inten- 
tion of the department to "deprive carriers of their choice 
as to where they should hereafter purchase their uni- 
forms. " Still, in interested New York and New Eng- 
land circles, there is a good deal of complaint being 
made over the arbitrary procedure of the Post Office 
Department, and these complaints, it is averred, are 
largely supported by the mail carriers themselves.

THE announcement, on Friday last, of the assign- 
ment of Messrs. Henry Newman, Mortimer B. 
Newman, August Melius, Uriah James Hecht, Sanford 
Simons, Sanford Friedberger and Seymour Guggen- 
heimer, doing business at Nos. 628-630 Broadway, under 
the firm name of Henry Newman & Co. , importers and deal- 
ers in tailors' trimmings and clothiers' supplies, produced 
an immense sensation throughout the trade, and expres- 
sions of sympathy with the defunct firm could be heard 
in every quarter of the market. The assignment was 
made to Mr. Nathaniel Myers, of the law firm of Myers 
& Anable, of 45 Wall street. There were no preferences. 
The firm has been in existence thirty-five years and was 
the largest of its kind in the country. Mr. Henry 
Newman, the senior member of the firm, has been identi- 
fied with the trade for more than forty years. He began 
as an office boy, and in 1856 became a member of the 
firm of Bernheimer & Newman. In 1872 the firm name 
was changed to Henry Newman & Co., and Messrs. 
Melius, Hecht, Simons and Guggenheimer became part- 
ners in 1885, and his son Mortimer on January i, 1893, 
at which time a branch house was opened in Chicago. 

The cause of the assignment was the firm's inability 
to meet the full payment of extension notes coming due 
on May 19th next, under an arrangement made with the 
creditors of the company last September, the nature of 
which will appear more clearly from the following 
authentic statement published in a recent issue of the 
New York Herald. 

This extension was granted Messrs. Henry Newman & 
Co. on Sept. 19th last, at eight, twelve and fifteen 
months, in three equal payments, with interest, the total 
liabilities then being about $1,500,000. 

The first instalment of one-third becomes due about 
the middle of next month. The firm anticipated this 
instalment by the payment of (250,000 and they have 
been accumulating as much as they could for the purpose 
of paying the remainder. 

They got together $120,000 in cash, which has been 
turned over to the assignee. An examination of their 
affairs showed that they could not possibly meet the 
next payment, and they concluded that it was only fair 
to those who have been selling them goods on credit 
since the extension to make an assignment, so that all 
their creditors could come in together. 

The assignment is without preferences as far as the 
firm is concerned. Some few persons have been secured 
to the extent of $15,000 by warehouse merchandise, 
because they were on the bonds of the firm. 

The liabilities approximately are $1,500,000. The 
assets consist of stock on hand, at actual cost price, 
$900,000; good and collectible outstanding accounts, 
$500,000; cash, $120,000; real estate, stocks, bonds 
and other miscellaneous assets will foot up about $300,- 
000 more. 

At the time the firm obtained the extension 
there was placed with the committee of creditors, 
as security to all the creditors, real estate, 
stocks, bonds and insurance worth probably $150,000. 
One item was a ninety thousand dollar endowment policy 
in the name of Mr. Henry Newman, which matures in 
two years. Mrs. Henry Newman has had $100,000 on 
deposit with the firm for nearly nine years. She has 
not been secured, excepting only that Mr. Newman 
having individual real estate, subject to mortgage, has 
given her individually a second mortgage on the prop- 
erty, the equity on which is about $300,000. 

A statement will be prepared for the creditors which 
will be ready in about ten days, and they will be invited 
to select an expert to verify the figures and to take such 



action as they may deem best for the continuance of the 
business. 

The failure of Newman & Co. also caused the assign- 
ment of Messrs. Merwin Ash and Carrie Davidsburg, 
doing business under the style of £. W. Bloomingdale 
& Co., dealers in tailors' trimmings, in the same building. 
The latter failure was brought about on account of 
accommodation paper between the two concerns. The 
latter firm was a sort of branch house, catering to the 
merchant tailors' trade, while Henry Newman^ & Co.'s 
business was confined to wholesale houses. 



Death of Mr. Jesse Sellgman. 

MANY expressions of heartfelt sorrow were caused 
when,on April 23d, it became known that during, 
the early hours of that day Mr. Jesse Seligman, of the 
New York firm of bankers, J. & W. Seligman,had breathed 
his last at the Coronado Hotel, San Diego, where ten 
days ago he had gone for the{recuperation of his health. 

Mr. Jesse Seligman was born in the town of Baiers- 
dorf, Bavaria, in 1825. He came to New York on July 
4, 1841, where he invested the small amount of money 
he had then in his possession in a peddling outfit. While 
the profits derived from this business were small, he suc- 
ceeded in saving $1,000 and invested this sum in a gen- 
eral merchandise store, which he in company with his 
brother Joseph, started at Selma, Ala. In 1P48 Mr. 
Seligman opened a clothing store in Church street. 
New York. In 1849 he went to California and secured 
a substantial fortune during the period of excitement in 
the gold regions. In 1857 he joined his brothers Joseph 
and James, who conducted a prosperous clothing store 
in this cit)^, and during the civil war the firm transacted 
a very extensive business in supplying the army with 
clothes. In 1865 the Seligmans founded the present 
banking house at 21 Broad street with all the eight' 
Seligman brothers as members. They soon became 
known to be among the ablest bankers in the country, 
and branches of the house were established in many 
cities of Europe, South America and in the West Indies. 

Since the extensive banking system of the Seligman^ 
was founded Mr. Jesse SeligmaD has taken an active part 
in all the great financial schemes of the government 
which in more than one instance sought his advice. He 
also became identified with many prominent commercial 
enterprises. He was a conscientious adherent to the 
Hebrew faith and an active worker in many charitable 
institutions. His death terminated one of the most 
successful and one of the most useful lives, and the grief 
his demise has brought to many is honest and sincere. ;

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THE twenty-two days of cold, raw weather compris- 
ing the last two weeks in March and the first two 
weeks in April was a staggerer for the men's furnishing 
goods business, both the wholesale and retail. Trafficking 
was virtually brought to a standstill. 



The chagrin *of the merchants was all the keener after 
the unexpectedly early boom in March in all manner of 
furnishing goods. For it seemed as though the tempera- 
ture was regulated for the entire season. To the 
contrary, this interim of bad weather evolved, and from 
this came the outgrowth of a positive disinclination to 
purchase on the part of the great legion of the New 
York public — who lacked confidence in the barometer. 



The sales all throughout the different branches of 
manufacture of men's furnishings were affected, and a 
goodly quantum of the profits of the March business was 
wiped out by the positive inertia and dullness during 
these three weeks. 



" There has never been such a like happening in the 
history of men*s furnishings,'* said a member of a leading 
wholesale firm selling fine furnishings. **Such a 
marked transition from good business to bad business as 
was caused by the erratic temperature of the current 
Spring." 



We found this to be the feeling all over wherever we 
went in the retail and wholesale district. The retailers 
were not reordering because they were not selling the 
goods they had on hand. 

Particularly as to underwear has the tempera- 
ture caused a setback. As a matter of fact, on certain 
days during this period, the buying community were 
forced to wear Winter overcoats, and during the milder 
of these days the Spring topcoats. But it was not safe, 
under these conditions, to take off the heavier under- 
clothes. 



This state of affairs undoubtedly works a great hard- 
ship to the wholesalers who deal largely in these goods, 
and are wont to get them out into the market a long time 
before there is a demand for them. Wc make no doubt, 
however, that there will be a demand — a very large 
demand — owing to the season's tardiness, for the light- 



weight underwear. But the suspense caused by the 
season's condition is most exasperating. 



Then the quickly depleted stocks of the retailers will 
have to be replenished, and there will be a demand in 
all branches for goods, with the fullest outlet for the 
wholesalers' stock. Said a well-known retailer on this 
subject, particularly of underwear: **The public is 
not buying light goods now — it is awaiting the coming 
of a suggestion of mild weather to make purchases ; 
and when it comes, it will immediately secure the 
output. Indeed, I think it would be wise to lay in a 
goodly stock in the assured expectation of the coming of 
the warm season." 



In furtherance of this more optimistic view of the 
situation, there is brought to mind the harbinger and 
saving clause of the Summer traffic, which^ because of 
the late Spring, will institute the getting of an aggre- 
gate of sales greater than ever before. 



It is a fair deduction that the money that was not 
utilized in the Spring will then flow out into the retail- 
er's cofifers in greater quantities for its accumulation. 
As a matter of fact, the great legion of the holders*off 
are waiting for the temperature to justify this course — are 
waiting to buy freely — with an inclination for the better 
goods all along the lines of men's furnishings : under- 
wear, neckwear, neglig^ shirts, gloves, in light weights, 
braces, belts, hosiery, nightwear, all throughout the 
range and ramifications of men's belongings. 



This will be accomplished more readily and success- 
fully because there is a greater variety in all branches 
than heretofore, and each and all in a conservative and 
salable trend. We do not hesitate to predict that the 
Summer business, for the reasons here set forth, will be 
large, and that the great army of holders-off, above 
referred to, will be found equipped with shekels, and 
eager for the buying. 



Already the preparations for the Fall neckwear has 
begun.

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VEN unfavorable condi- 
tions such as we are 
laboring under at the present 
time cannot prevent that 
there should be an increase 
in business at this stage of 
the year. This natural rise in trade experienced a 
temporary set-back by the inclemency of the weather 
that characterized the majority of the April days, but has 
taken a fresh upstart since Sol has reappeared and sub- 
stituted his benevolent sway for the terrorism of cold 
and howling storms. 



It cannot be said, however, without concealing the 
truth, that trade, as far as hatdom is concerned, has 
attained anything like its normal proportions. While 
improvement is noticeable, it is of slight dimensions only 
after all, and nothing in comparison to what might 
justly be expected in these days of progressing Spring. 
Still, improvement there is, and this fact being estab- 
lished there is cause to hope for better. 



In the meantime the same ** hand-to-mouth *' policy 
that has been a bane to trade for months, is still pre- 
dominating. A great deal will depend upon the contin- 
uance of bright, cheerful, inspiring weather; a great deal, 
too, upon the settlement of the tariff matter, although, 
perhaps, too much importance is attached to this factor, 
too much hope based upon its final disposition, consider- 
ing the fact that the same state of business depression 
exists throughout the entire realm of civilization. 



Whether the weight of the President's personal 
wishes and the influence of a majority of bis party will 
finally succeed in passing the so-called Wilson bill (for 
its own originator must find it difficult to recognize his 
offspring in its present shape), appears — to say the least 
^-open to doubt. Recently another change has been 
made in the tariff schedule by which cut trimmings are 
stricken off the free list and replaced in the silk schedule 
at 45 per cent. As a partial compensation the duty upon 
fur felt hats has been raised from 35 to 40 per cent., a 



total increase from the original Wilson bill of 10 per 
cent. 



The factories are all fairly busy, but there is as yet 
none of that noisy bustle that used to bring life and cheer 
into corresponding seasons of former years. Orders are 
coming in frequently, but in smaller quantities than has 
been the custom of yore, and a notable, yet not by any 
means surprising feature of the season is the preponder- 
ance of demands for low-priced goods. Reports coming 
from salesmen are to the effect that stocks are exceed- 
ingly low everywhere, and that there is a willingness on 
the part of jobbers and retailers to replenish their lines, 
but in a conservative, cautious way, consistent with 
clearly perceptible demands. There is one comforting 
prospect held out, however, in a large majority of these 
reports — the prospect almost invariably repeated by these 
close observers, for a good Fall trade. In the absence of 
present encouragement, even an as yet distant ray of light 
acts inspiring. Let us hope for the best !

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THE beginning of the past month was far from being 
encouraging to the clothing and furnishing goods 
trades, but the latter part has assuredly brought a change 
for the better. The summer weather which has at last 
come has stimulated the retail business and signs are 
coming to the surface which indicate that the warm 
weather season with the retailers will be above the 
expectations entertained earlier in the season. This has 
had a bracing effect on the manufacturers, and as the 
stocks are very low the disposition is to maintain good 
prices. 



The main attention is now directed to the output for 
the fall, and the salesmen are just starting out to try 
the pulse of the retailers. While the placing of orders 
may be on the basis of ultra-conservatism, still there 
will be really fewer cancellations than in many good 
seasons. This will be due in a great measure to the fact 
that no very large orders will be placed and the margin 
to cancel will be small.

There is, however, a velvet-collared full-front Covert 
coat, the same shape as the Vicuna, which is the right 
length and is an exceedingly swagger and seasonable 
top coat. 

There is also a short Covert coat with wide welt seams 
and rounded self collar and lapel aptly low cut in V shape 
which is worn with the sack suitings. 

These suitings are made in almost indefinable, rough, 
light gray plaidings, the cutaway being just rounded and 
the length half way over the hip. The correct sack suit- 
ing is three buttoned.

THERE was one of those neckwear windows, at the 
Southeast corner of Thirty-second street and 
Broadway, that Mr. Charles Hauptner is wont to spring, 
ever and anon, seasonably, on the Broadway strollers — 
distancing all competitors of the Strand-clique, in the 
showing. That ultra fashionable neckwear. Shepherd's 
Plaid, current in swaggerdom, and ratified by the swells 
that know the Parisian craze for this fabric in dress goods 
— ^^the Shepherd Plaids are here set forth at their icnith. 
The color blendings are in a fine art exemplification of 
some inspired Parisian designer. 

•••• 

Listen ! Here are the color blendings : Terrestrial 
blue and Golden brown; Magenta and old bronze; deep 
Oi'ange and Burgundy; Lilac and Cardinal; Copper and 
deep Rose; Indigo and Copper; Cameo— the new shade 
suggesting an admixture of pink and opal, and Silver 
Gray; Solferino and Saxe green, and golden orange and 
Malaga. There were several each of th^se chef (f oeuvres 
which are in extra wide De Joinvilles — the leading scarf- 
ing in the leading style. 



We cannot understand — in contemplating the artistic 
value of these offerings-^why this theme, known to be a 
forthcoming cult in the advanced fashions, should not 
have been more generally manufactured. It was in many 
ways plainly indicated as the right thing in fine neckwear. 
And there was a wide latitude for varied designs, which 
should be positive innovations to the liking of the man 
well dressed. Moreover, this was advocated in these 
columns two months ago. 



There has been a greater tendency lately in the 
placard phases of window exploitation among the men's 
furnishers than has occurred for sometime past. There 
was a marked improvement, too, in the lettering and 
make up, and the bright, terse, succinct descriptions 
were a feature which stopped the passers-by and brought 
a, great number of them inside. 



The Canal street and Broadway store of Hackett, 
Carhart & Co. had five windows devoted to men's fur- 
nishings on the 29th ult. They were filled with goods 
representing more than double the value of each tableted 
price mark. Moreover, the goods were well chosen and 
appealed to the onlookers on their merits. 

•••• 

This week's flyer, was one heading in Jarge type. 
** English Twill Four-in-Hands, an'd Pointed Neckties 
for Fifty Cents." "The Collar Corner of New York. 
Choice : Ten Cents ; One, or a Hundred " was another 



aphorism. '* Imported Madras Cloth; Bosomed Shirts; 
CuflFs to Match, Best of Workmanship ; All Lengths of 
Sleeves; No Fit— No Sale; Eighty-five Cents" which 
was very pungent. " Patent Cast-OflF Non-Elastic Webb 
Corded Summer Suspenders, American Made for Ameri- 
can Trade," is where the composer drifts into rhyme. 

•••• 

There were two windows of fine neckwear, one in 
tapestrial figurings printed all in the rarest of the new 
colorings, upon delicate cream backgrounds. The bands 
were wide. Ascot shape, very long, the patterns in a 
groove of marked gentility. Another window had the 
placard read, **The Price Not Extraordinary, But Quality 
is! Correct Shape, Up-to-Date." This was right, Mr. 
Leslie, and we noted that the window was being rapidly 
depleted by purchasers. Another window contained a 
really remarkable showing of ample De Joinvilles that 
were shown at best advantage in the way they were tied. 
About half of the window was in cream backgrounds and 
in self-decoration in small exclusive figuring. There 
were backgrounds in red shot on the warp, with red 
scrollery figures, and other patterns blending together, 
and others separated in lines with excellent effect. 

•••• 

And all these statements were true. All of this neck- 
wear was worth at least one dollar and a half. And we 
have to go to this length to show, not only how it marks 
how much fifty cents will buy, but also in tribute to the 
enterprise of Mr. Leslie. Such a m^nuy with the satiri- 
cal salutation, ** That the price is not extraordinary" to 
the public so as to get them inside to purchase, could 
not fail to be effective. 

•••• 

" There is a great lot of the well-to-do, well dressed 
men that are going around now with money in their 
pockets," said the buyer of the men's furnishings of 
Hackett, Carhart & Co., who was at the Canal street 
store on Tuesday last, ** ready to spend, but they want 
more for it than they ever got before. A great many 
people pass this building every day that buy men's 
furnishings, and the window shows are a most important 
factor in getting their trade. The window must have 
one indispensable feature: the-getting-them-in-quality. 
Something that will bring them inside. There is no 
knowing, then, how far they will go. A number of pur- 
chasers that came in to buy merely a necktie that was 
away down in price, and they knew it, bought a number 
of other things, such as umbrellas, dozen collars and 
cuflfs, underwear, shoes, gloves, hats, because they found 
these were also away under high water mark. " 



"Yes," said Mr Leslie, in answer to my query, **thc 
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placards have made a great hit — particularly those in 
the clothing window which I did not write. I find that 
sharp, crisp, true statement, backed by occular evi- 
dence of greater value in the goods themselves convinces 
the public of our facility in getting the right styles at a 
palpably low figure. Moreover I have verified the effi- 
cacy of putting the firm name on all the goods sold. This 
is the way you hold customers when the goods are first 
class as they are here. This is the best way, I find, to 
get chance customers on the regular list." 

•••• 

"Yes," said Mr. Leslie, **the business has got harder 
in the hard times," with that characteristic nodding of 
his head. "You have got to hustle round the trade to 
get the good things, and you've got to devise new phases 
of window dressing and new ideas in chin music to keep 
the ball rolling. Indeed, one cannot let up at all now- 
adays. Whatever you offer, must be way up above the 
standard for the asking price. You must keep up the 
quality, too, in whatever you do these days or you will 
get left. " And Mr. Leslie has done it. For as a matter 
of fact the three windows of fifty cent neckwear repre- 
sented opportune designs of rare artistic merit that must 
have cost three or four times fifty cents to produce. 

•••• 

The placards in the clothing windows were as follows: 
•*So Many Men Like to Buy a Fifteen Dollar Suit of 
Clothes that we thought it a good policy to put merit in 
that particular grade." And in another window of finer 
goods: "Money Talks. So They Say. And Clothes 
Talk. Our Fifteen Dollar Suit has developed a Wonder- 
ful Amount of Conversation." The clothing was in the 
same advanced grade as the men's fixings. 

•••• 

Mr, W. p. Andrews, men's furnisher at 60 and 62 
Nassau street, is one of the largest buyers of men's fur- 
nishings in Gotham. When one of the big firms in 
men's fixings is ready to unload at a " drive " price Mr. 
Andrews seems to have a faculty of gaining knowledge 
thereof. In fact Mr. Andrews' abundance of ready cash 
from his very prolific outlet has frequently been ex- 
changed for finer grade of salable goods in all the 
branches of men's furnishings. The window placarding 
states just exactly what they are, and when the price is 
read there is no doubt of its efficacy. 

•••• 

By presenting rare and becoming articles of men's 
attire at irresistible prices and with a series of announce- 
ments in apt descriptions there is every likelihood of 
good sales. Here is some of his window talk. In re- 
gard to hosiery, **The quotation below," (49 cents,) says 
the placard, ** while in connection with it, is extremely new 
for that price in lieu of seventy-five cents." ** Andrews' 
Importations, Genuine Bonbon Balbriggan, " is at the top 
of the above placard. Another placard is ** Andrews* 
Special Attraction — Manhattan Madras Shirts. We have 
sold these for five years to you, gentlemen, and neither 



of us has been found wanting." ** Four Hundred Dozen 
Royal English Twills for Thirty-three Cents." By the 
way, ANDREWS' PLATFORM is printed on all his 
business stationery: ** Men's Fixings of the Reliable 
Sort at the Narrowest Margin of Profit; Purchases not 
proving satisfactory subject to return; Goods sold for 
just what they are; No False Impressions Conveyed." 

The hat man at Smith, Gray & Go's, new store — to 
use a trade aphorism — is a ** corker." He has not only 
displayed the rarest assortment of hats in the wide-paned 
window, but the straws, and the felts, and the tall hats, 
and the derbys are superfine. There is a moderate bell 
crowned pearl high hat with a black cloth band, and the 
shape has " snap " to it. And there is a Havana brown 
hat with the crown verging on Tipperary that is simply 
unctuous innovation. Moreover, this new comer is 
equally apt in his window card phrasing, which is 
well gotten up. The fin-desiecle strollers upon the 
Strand will say they have run up against a congenial 
spirit when they read this announcement: ** If you had 
a thought outside of your head that you want a hat on 
the outside of your head, and you want to materialize 
your notion, in an elegant and economical manner, come 
right in here." 

The clothes at Smith, Gray & Go's, are way up at the 
top notch, and when it is remembered that they are 
among the largest wholesalers of men's and boys' attire, 
you can reckon that they are right abreast of the times 
in the wholesale out of a chance to feel the public pulse, 
and in the retail competition they are right in it because 
they make the right styles in bulk. The fabric, and 
finish and sculpturing of the garments here is entirely 
above the pale of the average ready made standard. And 
the goods run from popular prices up into the forties and 
fifties, and these are up to the first grade of custom 
made. 

The members of the New York Regiments are in the 
aggregate among the best dressed men in the commun- 
ity, and it was a shrewd move to get them in to show 
them the fine productions of the wholesale atelier by 
turning out the one dollar duck trousers — never made 
for three dollars — and the window card with the price on 
it and the inscription ** Particularly calling the attention 
of our Military Friends."

There was a window full of rare color blendings in 
straight aeross stripes on the bosom of the colored shirts 
with the cuflf attached, filling one of Hutchinson's win- 
dows. There was a distinctive window of fine quality 
cassimere stripe two and a half inch Four-in-hands that 
were in tone of quietude and richness of fabric. They 
were in dark slate blue in quarter inch cassimere strip- 
ings and alternating threadlike ones of lilac. There 
were also silver gray and black cassimere weavings in 
one-sixteenth inch stripe, and there were Four-in-hand 
replica tecks.

It is a difficult matter to 
describe anything of this kind in a way to at once make 
it intelligent to the mind of the reader. The window 
referred to is the corner one, and with Mr. Heller's kind 
assistance the scribe will try to briefly describe it. The 
background is white, plaited and trimmed with laven- 
der. It is fitted almost exclusively with boys' and 
children's clothing. In the background are boys' stand- 
ing forms on brackets. The front has a double semi- 
circle arch with three wax forms underneath and two 
very large blue swan vases filled with palms and flowers 
and showing boys' novelties and caps in the bottom. The 
arch proper is white, trimmed with violets and smilax. 
The boys' stands show an extreme variety of chil- 
dren's blouse waists. Some pretty show cards — maltese 
crosses of lavender shades trimmed with a silver flitter 
present the price marks. Mr. Heller was just twelve 
hours trimming this window. Taken as a whole it pre- 
sents an indescribable effect, one not easily forgotten. 
The front window, also, is a very tasty one. It is fitted 
with men's clothing. In the background is a gothic 
arch trimmed with a very delicate shade of salmon and 
white bunting and silver. From the starting point it 
recedes eight inches and further down recedes eight 
inches more. The center is a V shape — size to hold 
two movable forms — representing gates ajar.

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^HE usual influx of buyers 
has brought but little 
comfort or profit to the bat 
manufacturer St such orders as 
have been placed being extreme- 
ly conservative. It may be said 
and with some point that the conservative transactions 
for the past twelve months will result in a greater stability 
of the trade for the future, but this is cold comfort at 
best for manufacturers who have large factory expenses 
to meet. 

The month of May has not been of a nature to particu- 
larly encourage the sale of light colored felt hats, and 
should June be warm, as now seems more than probable, 
the trade will turn into straws as a natural consequence. 
The prospect, therefore, for a pleasant winding up of the 
Spring business for felt hatters is not encouraging. 

The early Fall trade is lifeless and purchases are made 
with great caution in all lines. The Tariff legislation at 
Washington is still held up as the chief factor in the 
present business depression, and undoubtedly a settle- 
ment one way or the other would materially help busi- 
ness. So far as the hat trade is concerned, it makes 
practically but little difference whether the new bill 
passes or not, provided hats are placed at 45 per cent. 
As it now stands, it is to all intents and purposes a mod- 
ified McKinley tariff. Hats are 40 per cent. Bands, 
bindings and linings are 45. Hatter's furs 20 and cut 
leathers 30 per cent. 

The increase of the tariff upon hats from 30 per cent, 
to 40 and possibly 45, has been due entirely to the labors 
of the Tariff Committee of the hat trade, who have 
worked incessantly to accomplish this result, and what- 
ever may be the final fate of the bill they are entitled to 
the gratitude and support of the entire trade for their 
efforts. It is still believed by many that no bill will pass 
and that things will remain as they are under the Mc- 
Kinley bill. Let us hope so. 



STYLES AND COLORS. 



D'Orsay curls are shown fully •one inch in width, 
although this is an unusual extreme, and a curl very 
difficult to run in successfully. 

All of the hats show a larger proportion and have a 
decidedly heavy appearance. 

The season is so indifferent a one for light colors that 
there is not much to be said upon the aspect of present 
demand. 

A desultory effort is being made, notably in Philadel- 
phia and Chicago, to introduce Pearl stiff hats both with 
black bands and trimmed to match. In this connection 
it is difficult to understand the indifference of the trade, 
and particularly the retailers, to a revival of the once 
popular Pearl derby. 

The brown hats that are now so universal are carefully 
laid away by the customer during the hot weather and 
brought out again in the Fall as perfectly suitable to the 
season and good enough, considering the hard times, 
whereas *a Pearl hat is only suitable for Spring and 
Summer wear, and its popularity would ensure the pur- 
chase of a new Fall derby when the time came around. 

Undoubtedly a great many more hats would be sold 
at the opening of the Fall season if the Pearl derby was 
again made fashionable. It is needless to say that the 
manufacturers would welcome the change, for no man 
can say just what shade of brown his next ** batch of 
color " will be, hence the multitude of names necessary 
to cover all possibilities. Pearl Tourists, and in fact 
Tourists in all colors, are in popular demand, and will so 
continue. They are safe goods to buy, and may fairly 
be considered staple. 

From all indications this is to be a very large straw 
hat season, and dealers who were late or conservative 
in placing their orders will be in a peck of trouble when 
the rush begins. Contrary to expectation, the soft or 
set brims will not in any way supersede the yacht hats, 
which will retain their popularity although with some- 
what diminished brims.

Cor. Washing^ton Place and Qreene Street, New York. 
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It was just after the round-np on the Pecas Valley Ranch. The boys had picketed their ponies for the nig^ht and lay around the 
camp fire smoking; their pipes and telling; yarns about the old days when the now thriving; town of Standing; Elk was but a trading 
post, and skirmishes with the Indians a daily feature of ranch life. They spoke with lingering; regret of the exciting incidents that 
marked every spring round-up, of their wild sprees at the Post, and of many striking characters who had won notoriety among tkem 
in one way and another. 

The talk on this particular evening drifted to comparisons between the old r6gim6 and frequent and contemptuous reference to 
tbe present order of things. The question of Little Jim as to whether or not the boys were ** a-goin* to submit to this kind of thing " 
was answered by a vigorous *' Not on yotr life" by every roan present, and a proposition by Maverick Bill that they ride into Stand- 
ing Elk, twenty strong, that night, and teach the d tenderfeet to take a joke, met with a hearty cheer. 

^'Come on, boys, yelled some one, and in twenty minutes the ponies were saddled, and with a wild whoop the party dashed off 
toward the town. 

They rode quietly enough through the outskirts, but turned down the main street, standing in their stirrups, shouting and firing 
at every available object. In less time than it takes to tell it the street was deserted, lights went out, and the crack of pistol shots 
and the crash of broken glass, the clatter of hoofs and the yells of the cow-boys were all that could be heard. They rode through 
the doors of the Antlers Saloon, sh^t the mirrors and the bar glassware to pieces, and poured liquor down their dry throats sitting on 
the backs of their ponies. lust as they emerged the stage drove up to the tavarn conveying a solitary passenger and ten trunks. 
The vehicle was surroundedf and the passenger ordered to dismount, which he did without loss of time. 

The stranger was conducted to about the only public place that had not been molested — a saloon and gambling joint run by old 
Ted Bunker, a veteran of the early days. Then, in spite of the stranger's expostulations, they broke open his trunks, which were 
illed with clothing, and proceeded to array themselves in light trousers and long cutaways. Maverick Bill sneaked out and returned 
shortly with a white shirt, collar, cufifs and cravat, which he proceeded to don back of the roulette wheel — then there was a general 
stampede for boiled shirts. Black Sam was called in from the tavern to shine their boots, and in thirtv minutes there was a greater 
transforipation than was ever effected by a lightning change artist on the variety stage. That crowd of twenty cowboys had dis- 
appeared, and in their places were twenty as finely attired gentlemen as ever were seen in America, barring the long hair, the white 
«oaiWeros and the tanned skins. They might have been taken for twenty New York club men of the ultra, fashionable set. A mar- 
velous change came over their speech and manner — the refining influence of the clothes was noticeable at once — they auieted down, 
and one would have expeaed to hear them call for brandy and club soda, if such a thing as club soda was to be had in Standing 
Elk — as it was the report gained currency later that Lariet Pete had put water in his whisky, though this was denied by his friends as a 
malicious slander. There was no denying the fact that the clothes brought out the best qualities of all the men, and made gentle- 
men of them; they straightened their shoulders, walked with a less shambling gait, addressed each other with more respect and 
. deferesce. They all sat down at ubles while the stranger told them about his home in Chicago, about his wife and four babies, and 
bow he had kissed them all good-bye the morning he left with the promise to make his trip as quickly as possible, and he produced a 
little torn scrap of paper, on which were the illegible scrawls of a baby's handwriting with a translation by the baby's mother. They 
crowded around him and looked over his shouldsr while he read it, tbe roulette wheels ceased to revolve, the faro dealer quit his 
work, and the look-out came down from his perch to hear; when the letter was finished there was a suspicious moisture about the 
eyes of every man present. They were not bad men — most of them had known a home, had lived in the East at one time or 
aaother; they had simply forgotten about the gentler things of life and were infinitely touched bv so simple a thing as a baby's 
letter. It must not be forgotten that the grace and tone of the clothes they had on had a great deal to do with it. There is an un- 

anestionable civilizing influence about the right kind of clothes, whether on the streets of a city, or in the wilds of a prairie, and 
lese men, like those in many a civilized community and modern city, had never seen such apparel before. 

Presently Lariet Pete stepped forward and said in a husky voice, *' Stranger, we are hard men, that don't git to see 
many women and babies, but our hearts is in the right place, and I'm speakin' fir all the boys when I say that yer talk 'bout home 
and the little fellers hez kinder made us feeldifferen', an' give us a lump in our throats so's we can't talk very eloquen', but here's 

our hands, stranger, and good luck to yer and all o' yer kids and yer 'hul d ranch — and 'bout the clothes — wal' I giiess we'll just hev 

to keep th' clothes — it's mos' like preachln' to hav' sich togs in the lay-out; of course you ain't no peddler, stranger, an' we reckon as 
how these suits is samples as yer a-goin' to show to the storekeepers, but we ain't likely to hev' the chance ag in an' I guess we'll 
jest hev' to sinch these samples; we don't want to steal 'em, stranger, fer a man that sells that kind o' clothin' is a human, benefactor 
an' here's the dust fer mine (if twenty '11 make it 'bout right) an* I guess th' other boys '11 come up with their'n reg'lar 'nough." They 
did; everyone of them handed a good twenty dollar gold piece over to the stranger and rode back to the ranch. Two days later he 
telegraphed his house for some new samples, and that's the secret of the message that went over the wires from Chicago: 

'*Have sent new samples of Clays as directed. 

Hart, Schaffner & Marx, Chicago." 

It was the same old story of the responsive chord that this make of clothing seems to touch in the souls of all men. That's what 
makes it easy to seU.

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Owing to continued ill-health Mr. Frederick N. Mas- 
son has resigned from the presidency of the Masson 
Publishing Company, and disposed of his stock therein. 



As we predicted last month, trade has steadily grown 
healthier. While the revival has been minus any feat- 
ures of a boom, there are daily indications of a speedy 
return to satisfactory business. It is the general opinion 
of the trade that we are on the last lap of the period of 
depression, and that the sales will, in a very near future, 
be up to the standard. 



The travelers are all away in their respective terri- 



tories, and their reports, while not of a flattering nature, 
are, nevertheless, satisfactory. The preparations for the 
fall and winter have not been large, and, if the trade is 
at all brisk, there is no doubt whatever in the minds of 
the most conservative merchants that there will be a 
dearth of goods. The reports of the travelers show that 
some retailers are looking forward with the expectation 
of coming to the market late in the season and finding 
goods at almost the price of asking. This will be far 
from the case, as the manufacturers are going very con- 
servatively with the fall output. There is no doubt but 
what there will be a great scarcity of material. The 
manufacturers orders have been light and the mills are 
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working on short time — in fact, everyone is looking to 
actual consumption, and would rather go short than long* 
The mill men inform us that the clothing manufacturers 
are putting in very little business, except, in some 
instances, where they are increasing their line by putting 
in new styles of fancy patterns, and they give as a reason 
for this that the clothiers have gotten far enough along 
in the season^s business as to obtain some idea of its 
probable requirements. 



The furnishing goods trade, in all of its difiFerent 
branches, has been very good during the past month. 
The duplicate orders have been far beyond those of ap 
ordinary season. This fact is due more to the small 
orders that had already been placed than to the sudden 
appearance of the summer weather. 



Probably never in the history of the negligee shirt has 
there been a time when there was such a demand. As 
the season was practically over with the manufacturers, 
and the general condition of business had very little 
anticipation, most of the factories shut down in this line 
the fore part of last month. Those, however, who are 
fortunate enough to have a stock on hand, or who are 
able to fill duplicate orders, are reaping a harvest from 
the unforeseen source. The manufacturers carrying 
fancy shirtings are also among the very busy people, as 
such large duplicate orders on these goods have been 
something unknown in the previous history of the fancy 
shirt. The business shirt is becoming more popular 
each day. The almost endless variety of patterns that 
are shown make it a most pleasing factor in men's 
apparel. 



Then, in the neckwear trade, the manufacturers are 
selling summer goods in large volumes, when, at this 
time, they are usually giving their entire attention to 
the fall and winter output. The increased popularity of 
the negligee shirt figures greatly in the demand for sum- 
mer neckwear. 



In hosiery and underwear the same demand prevails. 
The manufacturers and jobbers are getting their prices, 
as the rush came quickly and in great volume. The 
stocks of the retailers were so light that goods were 
needed immediately, and the indications are that the 
market will be well cleared before the season closes. 



The indications now are that the TarifiF Bill will soon 
be no longer the great bug-bear of the commercial 
community, and we have no doubt that, when it is out 
of the way, the trade will feel a healthy reaction. The 
bill is now in the hands of the Conference Committee, 
and it is hoped that it will not meet with any further 
mutilation or delay.

The securities in 
the hands of Messrs. Strong, Price & Cannon will be 
retained by them as security for the payment of the set- 
tlement notes; and all real estate belonging to the firm, 
not already conveyed to these gentlemen, will be mort- 
gaged to them as trustees, thus furnishing [additional 
security.

machine operators or knife cutters at least $22 per week, 
and lining cutters or trimmers (not including folders) at 
/?dfj/$i2 perweek. Every member of the association 
is required to pay not less than the above rate of wages. 
Owing to dull trade and the excess of supply over 
demand for workmen, cutters are willing, in order to get 
work, to accept very low wages. Of course, there are 
many skilled workmen who now receive the above or 
higher wages. Many, however, doubtless get less. The 
object of the regulation adopted is to insure fair living 
wages for workmen, unaffected by the tendency of the 
times to depress wages. This voluntary action of 
clothing manufacturers in favor of employees cannot but 
be regarded as extremely laudable.

Since the appearance of the last issue of this paper, 
Mr. Henry A. Kohn, formerly of the firm of H. A.

1827, settled in Chicago in 1848; established a reuil 
clothing store in 1855 and shortly after embarked in the 
wholesale clothing business.

He was widely known and deeply respected by the 
entire trade. 



Two additional deaths in the ranks of the veterans of 
the wholesale clothing trade are Mr. David Wallach and 
Mr. Emanuel Levi. Mr. Wallach was for twenty-five 
years a member of the firm of Cahn, Wampold & Co., 
but retired a few years ago. He was bom in Germany. 
He was 62 years of age and was highly esteemed by all. 

Mr. Levi was formerly a member of the firm of Ein- 
stein, Longini &Co., now Einstein & Co., but for the 
last eight years he has traveled on the road for Cahn, 
Wampold & Co. He was 56 years of age and always 
enjoyed the respect of a large circle of acquaintances. 
* * * 

Situated at 741-3-5 Elk Grove avenue is the fac- 
tory of Messrs. K. B. Olson & Co., the widely known 
trousers manufacturers. It is pleasantly situated in a 
quiet and cleanly locality where the light and heat have 
full play at all times. It is several miles remote from 
the heart of the city, one mile distant from the waters 
of our uncleanly river and it is free on all sides from 
other buildings.

A heavy door separates 
the room where the irons are heated from the pressing 
department and the rest of the building and with the 
strong breeze that is constantly blowing, affords as much 
comfort to the employes as a seat at the seashore. No 
work is sent out; it is all finished in the factory and the 
building in its entirety is as far remote from any classi- 
fication of a sweat shop and as much different therefrom 
as the Atlantic ocean is different from the Chicago river. 
The sanitary arrangements are complete; they are the 
best and could not be improved upon. The building is 
thirty feet in width in the main and sixty feet in width at 
the south end where the offices are located. Mr. K. B. 
Olson is a very painstaking and conscientious merchant, 
and the firm is just and humane in its dealings with all, and 
their lines of goods are too well and too favorably known 
by the trade at large to require any mention at this time. 
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THE traveling men have completed their first trips. 
From some localities the reports were only fair; in 
others it has been surprising what sales were effected.

Qloves. 

THE following figures relating to the glove trade 
between this and foreign countries, compiled 
from the latest official statements, obtained through the 
courtesy of the Treasury Department officials, contain 
much information of importance to manufacturers and 
dealers. 

The valuation of imports in gloves during the past 
year has very much decreased owing to the financial 
depression. This diminished commerce will likely con- 
tinue until the monetary status is bettered permanently. 

Dutiable imports of gloves during April amounted to 
$279,019 against $693,458 for the same month of 1893, 
and for the period of ten months ending April 30, 1894, 
the valuation is placed at $3,533,671 against $6,747,367 
for the same period of the year before — 1893. 

Of this amount there were gloves of kid or other 
leather to the amount of $237,766 against $577,811 for 
the same month of 1893, and for the ten months period 
there were $4,132,724 against $6,107,724 for the same 
period of the previous year. 

All other gloves amounted in value to $41,253 as com- 
pared with $61,647 for the same month of 1893, and for 
the ten months period therewere $421,327 against $639,- 
643 for the same period of 1893. 

During this time the United States has exported no 



domestic manufactured gloves, but the total valuation of 
the reexported article amounted to $4,205 as compared 
with $454 for the same month of 1893. For the ten 
months there was a valuation of $23,347 as compared 
with $12,319 for the same period of 1893. Of this 
amount there were gloves of kid and other leather to 
the amount of $2,835. For the ten months period the 
reexports of this kind were placed at a valuation of 
$7,805 as compared with $1,397. All other kinds were 
valued at $1,370 as compared with $454 for the same 
month of the year before. For the ten months period 
there were $15,542 as compared with $10,922 for the 
same period of the year previous. 

As proof that the glove trade is not flourishing, there 
are $309,624 worth of imported gloves lying in the 
warehouse against $174,533 for thesame month of 1893. 
Of this amount there are kid gloves to the amount of 
$363,785 as compared with $128,479 for the same month 
last year, and of all other kinds there are $45,839 as 
compared with $46,054 for April, 1893.

My Dear Doctor: Enclosed you will find a letter 
addressed to United States Senator George C. Perkins, 
of California, which I submit to you before sending. 

I was prompted to write this letter after reading the 
article published in this week's American IsraeiiUy giving 
an account of your efforts in striving to obtain permis- 
sion to visit Russia. 

This issue should have been forced upon our govern- 
ment long ago, and it is a reflection upon our people 
that they have permitted the matter to lie dormant all 
these years. You are certainly entitled to the thanks of 
all lovers of justice and fair play for having gone to work 
in the energetic manner in which you have to force upon 
the notice of this government the offensive distinction 
and discrimination made by Russia. 

If there is any prospect of this matter receiving seri- 
ous attention at the hands of Congress, it has seemed to 
me that it would be well for the friends of this resolu- 
tion to use their influence in every State in the Union to 
have personal letters written by the most influential men 
throughout the country addressed to the Senators and 
Congressmen at Washington, urging upon them to sup- 
port the Rayner resolutions. If you think this is worth 
the while, I will undertake to see that the people of 
California ^\\\ do their share in the way of bringing a 
pressure to bear upon their representatives in Congress 
for the support of this measure, and I am sure there will 
be no difficulty in getting others in every State in the 
Union to do similar work in their respective territories. 

This letter may reach you on the eve of your departure. 
If so, let me hope you will be able to spare a few 
moments in which to make reply, and let me take 
this occasion to wish you a safe and pleasant trip and to 
express my deep and sincere regret that I cannot be 
with you, feeling, as I do, that this will be the journey 
of your life and one that promises to be full of great and 
important results for untold numbers. Let me bespeak 
for you the fulfillment of your highest wishes, and let 
me hope that when next you go abroad I may be in a 
position to be with yon.

Dear Sir: My attention has been called to the fact 
that Representative Rayner, of Maryland, has intro- 
duced into the House resolutions directing the State 
Department to make a demand on Russia for the full 
observance of the treaty with that country which insures 
to the inhabitants of Russia and the United States 
mutual liberty so enter the ports, places and rivers of 
the territories of each party wherever foreign commerce 
is permitted, and which further insures liberty to sojourn 
and reside in all parts whatsoever of said territories, in 
order to attend to their affairs, guaranteeing them the 
same security and protection as the natives of the 
country wherein they reside. 

These resolutions have been submitted to the House 
because of the fact that Russia has, for years past, fol- 
lowed the policy of denying admission into its territories 
of many American citizens of the Jewish faith, for no 
reason other than because of their faith; the most 
recent instance of this kind having occurred but a short 
time ago, when Dr. Krauskopf, a leading Jewish minister 
of Philadelphia, sought permission to visit Russia for a 
philanthropic purpose; on which occasion Secretary of 
State Gresham forwarded an official communication upon 
the subject from the State Department to Andrew D. 
White, United States Minister to Russia, who replied, 
saying: *' That the Russian Government deeply regrets 
the impossibility of acceding to the request of the 
reverend Jewish divine." 

My purpose in addressing you is to ask that you use 
your influence, both in the House and in the Senate, 
when the resolutions reach there, for the passage of 
such resolutions. I feel assured that your sense 
of justice and your desire to see the American 
Government protect its citizens, and secure for 
them their rights the world over, will prompt 
you to aid this work with all your might and main. 
It is to be deplored that any resolutions under such 
circumstances should be necessary. It would seem 
to me that under these circumstances the State 
Department should simply demand and not request 
that which is a right, and I am free to confess that I can- 
not understand why our officials seem to be willing to 
ignore the rights of Jewish-American citizens. 

Knowing you as I do, I bespeak for this matter your 
earnest co-operation, and beg to subscribe myself.

The Amended Tariff bill has practically passed the 
Senate, as noted in another column, and whether the 
final adoption of this bill, or its rejection, will cause a revival 
of business, is an open question. The commercial depres- 
sion has now lasted over twelve months, and it is hardly 
possible that the community can stand the strain much 
longer without undergoinganother panic. Almost any de- 
cision by Congress would now be welcomed as a relief, and 
many business men believe that the change, if change it 
is to be, cannot come too soon. 

There is no scarcity of money, but the trouble is that it 
is locked up and out of circulation, capitalists naturally 
being timid about investments until they know ** where 
they are at " and until something is decided this unsatis- 
factory condition of affairs will continue. 



STYLES AND COLORS. 



IN the present apathetic condition of trade it is hardly 
possible to predict as to the styles that will be popu- 
lar. A very wide latitude is observed by the manufac- 
turers who offer both full and taper crowns with an 
impartiality that is delightful to witness. It should be 
always borne in mind that this is a very large country, 
and that it takes several seasons to distribute a style after 
it has been taken up in earnest in the large cities. For 
this reason the pointed crown derbys will be sure to have 
a large sale in some sections, although they may seem 
passd in others. In view of the great difficulty in provid- 
ing names for the various shades of brown produced by 



manufacturers, we give herewith the names of the new 
French browns for fall — Ortalan, Gazelle, Monterey, 
Mopa, Nonnette, EscuriaU Tourist shapes continue to be 
in good demand and some very neat shapes are being 
brought out. 

Pearl continues to be a very popular color for these 
goods.

Goodman, at Dana, Mass., has stopped work, in con- 
junction with those of several other manufacturers in 
that vicinity.

Hat-Trimming Cases flust Be Tried. 

SECRETARY CARLISLE has refused to revoke 
the order of Secretary Foster suspending all hat- 
trimming refunds. The amount involved in these cases 
aggregates, it is estimated, $55,000,000. In his letter to 
the counsel for Messrs. Fleitman & Co., the importers, 
Secretary Carlisle says that when Secretary Foster issued 
the order of suspension, counsel for the importers de- 
manded either immediate payment or a restoration of 
the cases to the docket for trial. Thereupon the de- 
partment replied that there was no objection to rein- 
stating the suits. Until after such trial, which the 
department promises to hasten, and until judgment shall 
be given in favor of the importers, the department will 
stand by Secretary Foster's order and refuse payment of 
the claims of the importers.
